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THE MAN AND THE HOUR 


THE message of President Roosrvett to the Dictators, coming 
to a world sick with apprehension and doubt, has lit a new hope 
in many minds. By some it may be regarded as only a master- 
stroke of strategy. To the vast majority it is something infinitely 
more. It has cut through the heart of the diplomatic jungle and 
demonstrated that the question is not one of military glory but of 
the rights of all men to live their lives in peace and enjoy in 
security the fruits of their toil. For the first time, the voice of the 
common man, even the common man in the Dictator States, is 
heard above the loud chatter of the Totalitarians’ regimented 
press and the tramp of marching armies, 


In frank and simple words the President tells the autocrats: 


“You have repeatedly asserted that you and the (Italian or 


German) people have no desire for war. If this is true, there need 
be no war. Nothing has persuaded the peoples of the earth that 
any governing Power has the right or need to inflict the conse- 
quences of war on its own or any other people save in the cause of 
self-evident home defence.’’ If the threat of arms continues, he 
warns the aggressors, much of the world must become involved 
in common ruin. In a stirring confession of faith, he declares 
that he refuses to believe that the world is of necessity such a 
prisoner of destiny. The leaders of great nations have it in 
their power to liberate their peoples from impending disaster. 
And accordingly he warns them that they are at this hour 
literally responsible for the fate of humanity in the 
coming years. They cannot fail to hear the prayers of their 
peoples to be protected from the chaos of war. History will hold 
them to account for the lives and happiness of all—even to the 
least. | 


ynstitutions. 


In these burning words the issue is stripped bare and plain— 
bloody conquest, or the claim of the toiling masses in all lands to 
live in harmony with their fellow-men. It is not necessarily to be 
supposed that the bucketfuls of journalistic abuse that have been 
emptied upon the head of the President in the Dictator countries 
represent the final views of Authority itself. No prophet with a 
new vision—and least of all so forceful a prophet as Mr. .Roost- 
VELT—could expect instant showers of bouquets from every quarter. 
But at least the autocrats have had to pause. And the result has 
been a lull broken only by rival attempts to secure allies. Men of 
good will, with a care for suffering humanity painfully groping its 
way to a new and better day, will pray that the admonition from 
an America now taking the lead at the head of this pathetic 
pilgrimage will be heard and pondered. They ask nothing more 
than that the lull that has now set in will lengthen into a long, 
enduring, and just peace. 


But that does not mean that the hour has already come when 
the free countries may lay aside their arms and desist from defensive 
measures, _ The clouds overhead are too thick, and the forces at 
work too uncertain, to abandon efforts for self-protection. And so 
it is urgent, rerhaps for the rescuing of peace more urgent than 
ever, that every available person in this country should hasten to 
the post of duty. There is no reason to believe that Jews are not 
answering the call which for them has a double signficance. In the 
inevitable absence of definite information at this stage, it 1s of 
supreme importance to make sure, so far as we can, that the 
Jewish contribution to the national defence is worthy and. substan- 
tial. A call has gone forth for another quarter of a million 
Territorials, and the needs of A.R.P. are .still pressing. In. both 
these directions Jews must play a manly part. It is up to Jewish 
employers to hefp them to do so, even at the cost of serious 
business sacrifice—the loss thus incurred would be a tiny fraction 
of what they would endure in the event of a Nazi and Fascist 
victory. ‘But it is also up to the Jewish authorities to help 
recruiting to the maximum of their power. The Government’s 
official handbook on National. Service is, of course, available. 
But there must be many special instances in which peculiarly 
personal considerations arise, of which this publication does not 
and cannot take account. In these cases counsel! is needed. This 
applies particularly to the perplexities which must often assaii the 
minds of wouid-be Territorial recruits. 

We understand that the organisation of advisory bureaux for 
Jewish volunteers is under consideration, This step should be 
proceeded with at once and the bureaux should be efficiently 
organised, not only in the four large Jewish centres of population 
—lLondon, Manchester, Leeds, and Glasgow—but also the 
various districts of those centres as well as in places convenient 
for smaller communities. No new accommodation for them is 
needed. It could easily be found in the offices of existing 
The only need is for prompt, unostentatious, but 
efficient action. A lead has been given by the Association of 
Jewish Ex-Servicemen, whose headquarters are at Woburn House, 
and who have already embarked on a scheme of this kind. It 
may prove more convenient for the Board of Deputies to co-operate 
with this body, or they may recognise it as the appointed 
organisation for the work, and afford it the uttermost help, 


Let there be no mistake about it. We Jews have to pull not 
only our fair weight but more than our fair weight in the defence 
of this country. We owe that paramount. duty to the great land 
which has given us liberty, and which to-day is standing in the 
breach between the forces of justice and progress and those of 
medieval violence and reaction. We owe it, in a word, not only 
to the nation of which we form part, but to ourselves, our children, 
and our children’s children. Many eyes are upon our Community 
to-day. The Deputy Mayor of Leeds told a great Jewish recruiting 
meeting last week that the Jewish population of that city was so 
large that if it did not support National Service the whole position, 
so far as the city was concerned, would be seriously affected. 
His appeal was speedily answered. But his statement holds 
rue for other great towns and for Jewish centres in the Metropolis. 
There is, or should be, no need here to underline its significance. 
It must leap to the eyes of every Jew with a Knowledge of the 
situation. The British Jew of to-day is not a whit less patriotic 
tthan his father who sprang to the nation’s aid in the great 
emergency of 1914. He realises no less the tremendous and fatefull 


-jssues which may have to be fought out now as on that other 


dread occasion. And he will so act at this critical hour as to 
earn the lasting respect of his country and, what is of equal 
moment, of his own conscience.

ff A MENACE TO THE NATION 

+f We beg all those whom our words can reach to ponder the situation 
} thus created. It means that, whether they know it or not, the Fascists 


are recklessly playing into the hands, even as they are slavishly aping 
the tactics, of the potential enemies of this country. If there its one 
thing that would comfort Herr Hitler it would be the spectacle of 
a strife-torn Britain. If there is one thing that could accelerate the 
hideous disaster of war it would be the indications, to which the 
Dictators would gleefully point, that Britain is weakened by divisions 
in this hour of crisis, that some Britons approve of Nazi aggression, 
and that the nation would not defend itself with a united will to victory. 
We say that a movement which is bent on creating these discords ts 
a menace to the British peopie. By striking at the Jew, as well as at 
the Government behind which all parties are at present more or less 
solidly ranged, it is aiming a felon blow at national unity, 
and, therefore, in this critical moment, at the national safety. Its 
strategy is the same strategy which has laid, and will lay, unless 
checked, country after country broken and helpless at the feet of the 
: German Fuhrer. Again and again, in the stormy history of recent 
: years, has it been demonstrated that anti-Semitism is iniected into a 
nation’s system merely to disrupt it and render it an easy target for 
aggression. The same truth will be exemplified if people in this country 
are duped by the Fascist wiles. The anti-Jew is the anti-Briton! He 
is the warmonger's agent, and the only one. If our fellow-citizens are 
| wise in their generation they will not be fooled, but will give short 
Fi shrift to Fascism and all its devil's works. 


‘SOUTH AFRICAN JEWRY’S DANGER 


THE very able analysis, by a correspondent, of the Jewish position in 
South Africa, which we publish this week, makes sad reading. In 
many respects it parallels Jewish experience in numerous other 
countries with a fidelity that is almost startling and which points to 
a common inspiration. It is a tale of frenzied, hostile campaigning, 
now waxing and now seeming to wane, of Jewish optimism and resist- 
ance fluctuating with every change in the political skies, of reluctance 
in some quarters to recognise brutal realities, and of Jewish counter- 
organisation fighting an uphill battle against forces sleepless in their 
malicious energy and commanding an organised originality that 
has never been at their victims’ disposal. As everywhere, German 
Nazis are leading the fight against the Jews. They have cells in every 
direction. They exploit every line of propaganda. They flood the 
country with their diabolical literature. “They know no slackening 
of effort and no limitation of scope.” Afrikaners and English people, 
whites, coloured, and natives, are all fish to their net. “ Day by day, 
in the most unexpected quarters, and by the most startling methods, 
they are alienating sympathy from the Jewish people.” The postpone- 
ment for six months—a formula some hope equivalent to rejection— 
of the infamous Bill of Mr. Louw, which amongst other things sought 
to bar the admission of all Jews in the future, may look like a set- 
back to all this nefarious activity. But the hostile elements are being 
consolidated, and if South Africa under the anti-Semites would not 
become another Germany it might well. in our correspondent’s view, 
become a second Poland. “The Jew is being turned into a white 
nigger, useful as a scapegoat, excellent for political leverage, and 
convenient for economic expropriation,”

A CALL FOR ACTION 

IN these circumstances it is perhaps not surprising that the Jewish popu- 
lation is described as perturbed and depressed, and as speaking, in 
language reminiscent of that used nearer home, of the iniquity of 
bringing new Jewish lives into the world. But despair will not take 
them anywhere, unless it be under the wheels of the juggernaut. The 
Jews of South Africa have to stand up manfully to the menace which 
besets them with such reientless determination. They must be up 
and doing, searching for new ways and means of defence, positive 
as well as negative, and never relaxing their vigilance. Nor does 
this apply to South African Jewry alone. Meanwhile, is it out of place 
to convey to the Government and the Bible-loving people of the sub- 
continent the painful impression created in this country by the 
ominous preparations for Jew-torture now proceeding there? Surely 
nothing could be in more dismal conflict with the stand now being made 
for human liberty, with all that South African Jews have done for the 
building up of the nation. And surely, too, there can be no desire 
to see this territory go the way of other countries whose liberty, | 
prosperity, and independence have fallen victims to Nazi penetration | 
and interference? 


JOSEPH IN EGYPT 
One has grown accustomed to the peculiar mentality of Nazi chieftains 
which enables them, while foaming at the mouth against those who have ) 
truck with Jews, to cultivate a much more tolerant and eclectic attitude | 
in their own private affairs. Did not Herr von Ribbentrop twice send 
his daughter to a Jewish doctor, although himself a party to a policy | 
which made Jewish medical men taboo? It is, therefore, no matter : 
for surprise to learn that Dr. Goebbels, while on a holiday jaunt—or 

in quest of recuperation?—in Cairo, has seen nothing particularly 

anomalous in patronising a number of Jewish establishments, yes, and 

in patronising them to the exclusion of rivals who may have been so 

“Aryan” as to have had not even a Jewish great-grandmother. In 

one non-Jewish shop. he did not seem to mind even being 

attended to by an assistant with the highly “non-Aryan” name of 

“ Levy,” though, of course, it must be admitted that JosepH Goebbels 

could hardly have taken umbrage on that account. It might have 

courted a devastating retort! The sad feature of the case ts that in 

behaving as he did, the Reich Minister of Propaganda not only fell 

himself but dragged with him the Acting German Minister, who 

loyally copied his master’s example. None of this, alas, ts likely to ‘ 
appear in Herr Goebbels’s next broadcast, but it does enable the 

favoured Jewish shopkeepers to hang out the notice: “ By appoint- 

ment to the Nazi aristocracy.” Incidentally, the silverware, silk, etc., » 

to which the Minister treated himself cost £64, all of which was paid 

for, cash down. fs there not a regulation which forbids Germans 

taking more than 10 marks out of the country? We wonder what 

Herr Hitler will say! Anyway, it is pleasant to know that Goebbels 

realises where to get value for his money, whatever he may tell his 

German dupes.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD 


Heavy Needs for Next Three Years 
DECLINING SCHOOL POPULATION 


Concern over the financial. position, the effect of the falling school 
population, and the raising of the school age to fifteen are among the 
chief matters which arise in the report of the Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion Board, submitted at a meeting held in the Rose Hertz Hall, 
Woburn House, on Monday evening. Dr. N. S. Lucas, the President, 
was in the Chair. 

The President announced that legacies had been received from the 
executors of the late Mr. A. E. Franklin, and from the estate of the late 
Mrs. Helen Lucas and the late Mr. Joseph Steinhart. 

In the absence of Mr. L. G. Bowman, Mr. Herbert M. Adler submitted 
the report of the Education Committee, which was adopted. The report 
of the Finance Committee was also adopted. 

The draft of the forty-fourth annual report of the Board. for the year 
1938, was submitted by the President, and was adopted and will be circulated 
to members shortly. It is stated, in the course of the report: 


The position of the Board's finances continued to be a matter of serious concern 
Guing the past year. At the same time, economies were initiated in every 
branch of the organisation which are calculated to amount to about £400 in a 
full year. With a declining school population throughout the areas where 
the Board's classes are situated, some further savings may be possible. Yet the 
expenditure can never be brought down to the limits of the regular income, 
which at present represents only about 60 per cent. of the budget, without 
seriously injuring, if not altogether ruining, the whole organisation. To meet 
the most urgent demands upon its resources, the Board will need over the next 
three years, at the lowest estimate, no less than £7,000 in addition to its regular 
income. 

The Board's classes are without exception situated in areas where the school 
population has been declining for many years. ... Whilst Jewish education 
could not, of course, escape the general downward tendency, the Board may 
ny claim that the effect on its own classes was not nearly so serious as might 
ave been expected. A glance back at the past ten years may help us to obtain 
the proper perspective. During this period, the average roll of the L.C.C. 
schools decreased by over 33 per cent.; during the same time the decrease in 
the Board's classes amounted to only 15 per cent. In one area alone in the 
East End of London, where many of the Board's classes are to be found. the 
roll of the L:C.C. schools has dropped by 9,000 in the past four years. This 
may be taken as typical of the conditions with which the Hebrew class, an 
entirely voluntary institution, has had to contend in recent years. 

Another development for which provision will have to be made in the present 
year is the raising of the school age to fifteen. It is expected that about 50 per 
cent, of the eligible pupils will continue at the day school for the extra year. 
The prospect for the Hebrew class is much less promising.. For while Jewish 
education does not enjoy the advantage of a uniform entrance-age, it has hitherto 
suffered from an almost generally accepted fixed leaving age. It may be doubted 
whether even 10 per cent. of our pupils remain in attendance bevond the age of 
thirteen. Before the new Act can have any appreciable effect on the state of 
Jewish education, it will be necessary to win the co-operation of the parents, and, 
even more, some of the pupils themselves, a task in which the Hebrew class has 
not been conspicuously successful in the past. This will mean additional 
responsibilities which the Board, all its present difficulties notwithstanding, dare 
not decline. 

The report concludes with tributes to Dr. Nathan Morris, Miss Balaban, 
and the office staff for their good work.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


If We Tarry Till The Morning... 


“ Then they said one to another: ‘We do not well; this rg is a day 
of good tidings, and we hold our peace; if we tarry till the — 
light, punishment will overtake us; now, therefore, let us go and te 
the king's household. Kings vu, 9.) 

The two men who spoke thus to each other had escaped death by 
bravely entering the camp of Israel's enemy, who had been a 
Samaria and had caused untold suffering to the teeming popu age 
of the beleagured city. When they found that during the night oe 
enemy had fled and had left rich booty behind, with provisions t “ 
could feed a large population, they were not content merely to stl 
their own hunger and quench their own thirst but resolved to spread 
the good tidings of the enemy’s sudden flight and the end of esate 
suffering. Even while the night lasted the news had to be announce 
and the despairing multitudes filled with a new spirit of faith and gore 
“If we tarry till the morning light,” the men said, punishment wil 
overtake us.” At the dawn of a new day everybody would see the 
change in the enemy's camp, and all would know that aggression had 
come to an end, that the forces ready to destroy had disappeared 
because of the intervention of a higher power, and that the defencc- 
less Community of Israel could begin life again in freedom and 
security. But it is wrong to wait while suffering and despair are 
prevalent. Anyone who is able to announce the “ good tidings © of the 
inevitable fall of those who rely on brute force is in duty bound to 
speak without delay. Waiting may prove disastrous. It will bring tts 

nm punishment. 
On What was true in the days of Aram and Samaria is true to-day. 
The teeming populations of many great cities are to-day held in fear 
by the display of great hosts that are equipped with the most power- 
ful instruments of destruction and threaten death to helpless human 
beings. The aggressors rely on this fear and increase their threats, 
hoping to achieve their end by increasing pressure upon peace-loving 
peoples and performing acts of violence without any regard for under- 


takings given and for established principles and rules of conduct. — 


The yoke of bondage is ruthlessly imposed on those unable to resist, 
and untold misery is inflicted on millions of innocent human beings. 
The sons and daughters of Israel are among the greatest sufferers, 
but all small and weak peoples are exposed to the same danger. In 
this time of darkness there are some daring men who refuse to despair, 
and who have undertaken the task of scrutinising the enemy and 
examining the position of the aggressor. They have had the courage 
to announce that there is more fear and confusion in the camps of 
the enemies of. freedom than there is in the freedom-loving countries. 
They announce that the collapse of the forces of aggression may Come 
suddenly, if only the other powers will retain their faith in the ideals 
of humanity and will present a united front to the aggressors. Merely 
to profess these ideals and to await inactively the dawn of a new day 
would involve the prolongation of human agony and the repeated 
humiliation of those who espouse the cause of justice and right. “If 
we tarry till the morning light, punishment will overtake us.” Our 
punishment will be that of having to look on helplessly while the 


aggressor continues to mock and to blaspheme with a sense of impunity 


and the number of his victims keep increasing and perishing before 
the light of the morning—the dawn of a new era of awakening 
humanity—is due to come. 

Such warnings and calls to action must not pass unheeded. The 
stronger our faith in the cause of justice and of liberty, and in the 
ultimate collapse of the rule of tyranny, the greater our duty to check 
the aggressor and to hasten his downfall. There ought to be no doubt 
in the minds of free men as to what course they ought to choose 
and what action they ought to take. Above all, there ought to be no 
doubt in the minds of the Jewish citizens of the freedom-loving 
countries as to the part they ought to play in the effort to defeat 
tyranny and to vindicate liberty. The cause of Israel is closely bound up 
with the cause of humanity and its cherished ideals. Every victory 
for the forces of aggression is a defeat for the hopes and ideals of 
Israel. Jews cannot afford to allow others to fight for freedom, and to 
stand aside while the battle is being waged. Jews have never hesitated 
to do their duty as citizens when the lands of their birth or adoption 
were in danger. But in the present conditions the cause we have to 
serve is not merely that of patriotism, great and noble though this 
cause may be in itself. It is the cause of humanity, of brotherhood, 
of peace, of righteousness, and of all the virtues and ideals that are 
embodied in Jewish teaching and are inseparable from the Hebrew 
vision of the universal human destiny. At no time in the history of 
this country and of other free countries have Jewish citizens had such 
an opportunity of identifying themselves actively and effectively with 
the forces of progress, and of helping the cause of tolerance, justice, 
and liberty. At no time in the world’s history have the forces of 
progress been in such urgent need of help and encouragement. 

It is true that the night of oppression, persecution, and aggression 
cannot last much longer. The present world conditions cannot remain 
as they are, if life is not to become altogether intolerable. And our 


faith in the intervention of the God of Israel on the side of the. 


oppressed and humiliated is as strong as ever, But this faith implies 
readiness on our part to show courage and determination. not only in 
bearing the burden of oppression, as we have done throughout the 
ages, but also in our offer to share in the universal attempt to throw 
off the yoke of bondage and to hasten the advent of a new era for 
Israel and the nations. The day of good tidings will come soon if all 
free peoples will join hands in a great effort to put an end to wicked- 
ness, arrogance, and the use of brute force in the relation of 
communities, countries, races to each other. Jews everywhere must 
show courage and determination in serving the great cause, and must 
make sure that the impartial records of our time will give impressive, 
accounts not only of Jewish suffering and humiliation but also of 
Jewish effort, Jewish idealism, Jewish heroism, and Jewish sacrifice 
in the cause of justice and liberty. The less we tarry the sooner will 
the morning light come. The more we hurry the better will to-morrow’s 


. tidings be.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


WHAT DO WE MEAN BY 
* JEWISH DEFENCE”?

At this dread hour, when all humanity is threatened with engulfment 
in a tidal wave of savagery, it may seem out of place to fasten atten- 
tion on the question of specific Jewish defence. The mere idea of it 
savours Of egotism, sectionalism, and total aloofness from the common 
danger. But, in sober truth, it is nothing of the kind. The other 
evening I was passing a cinema in North-West London. Outside the 
entrance stood a young man exposing a Fascist poster and shouting: 
“No war for the Rumanians, Poles, and Jews!” As if any Jew any- 
where was insane enough to warit to drag the world over the precipice 
in the foolish hope of benefiting from the destruction in which he 
would be among the first to be caught! And as if the Jewish cause 
was not a mere fraction of an issue which embraced the dearest hopes 
and interests of all mankind! But the spectacle of that misguided 
youth hawking his incendiary wares was quite enough to correct any 
idea that the defence of Jews against their enemies is a piece of pure 
selfishness. It meant that attempts are being made to sow domestic 
dissension at a time when the uttermost national unity is impera- 
tive in the country’s interests, and it therefore pointed to the equally 
imperative duty of Jews to counter this unpatriotic movement by telling 
the truth to their fellow-citizens and preventing the spread of strife. 
In a word, never has Jewish defence been a more patriotic and urgent 
obligation of our Community! If anti-Semitism is an instrument of 
national disruption—and the evidence on that score is overwhelming — 
we owe it as a bounden duty to the State to stem its ravages with every 
ounce of our energy, and to lose no time about it. } 


But the question must be asked, and asked insistently: What do 
we mean by those vague words “ Jewish Defence”? Up til the present 
it has. chiefly meant meetings in the open air, or indoors, for public 
enlightenment, the distribution of informative literature, the 
immediate and active retort to slander and libel, and so forth. No 
reasonable man would belittle these continuous efforts, which are 
indeed vital and indispensable, or withhold a meed of gratitude from 
those who have put them forth. But we have to realise that there 
probably was never a better or more scientifically organised campaign 
than the anti-Jewish propaganda, or a movement run with greater 
resource and, it is fair to add, greater resources. We can never have 
at our command sums equal to those poured out from foreign 
exchequers. But is it quite certain that we use all the ingenuity we 
might in checking the campaign? I am not saying that we do not. I 
But there does seem to be a case 
for calling in the most original minds and exploring every possibility 
of fresh approaches to the problem. Even in the literature which 
is being distributed, there may be wide opportunity for variety of 
style and method. The other day I came across a good example of 
this in an American publication. It took the form of a dialogue 
between an anti-Semite and an informed sceptic. In terseness and 
humour it was a rare example of the perfect defence. Is there any 
pooling of ideas between the British and the American organisers of 
defence, and any exchange of writers between the two sides? That 
would surely be one way of freshening up ideas and methods, and 
a way which, so far as British Jewry at least is concerned, should not be 
disregarded. After all, it is new to these things, and the amount of 
native talent at its disposal does not seem to be too large. 


But when we sit. down to consider the meaning of defence in its 
broad implications we must be driven to the conclusion that the 
meaning hitherto attached to it is too narrow. That truth, I believe, 
is forcing itself upon the minds of responsible men in the Community 


——-witness their awakening to the question of the Jewish choice of 


careers. Time and again, this matter has been brought to the public 
attention in this column, as it has, I think, in other quarters. But 
never, except by the B'nai B'rith, has discussion issued in action. Yet 


the herd movements of the Jewish youth into this or that profession, 
or of Jewish business men into this or that branch of commerce or 
manufacture, have within them seeds of danger, and Jewish defence 
demands that the danger be faced in a resolute and constructive spirit. 
But it is only one aspect of the problem. I venture to lay down this 
broad proposition; Jewish defence work, properly understood, covers 
the whole of Jewish life. It must consider Jewish conduct at every 
point, so that-any weak spots may be reduced to the barest minimum. 
And turning trades and professions into Jewish congregations is only 


_one of them. 


For instance, a great deal has already been said and ‘written 
nbout what is called Jewish noisiness and ostentation, but not half 
enough to eradicate a deep-seated malady. At this moment of 
intense national anxiety, vulgar display, the aggressive manner, the 
loud and irritating chatter in public places, bespeaking the empty 
mind, must be an affront to popular feeling.. It almost suggests that 
the old adage about the best form of defence being “ offence” has 


been woefully and disastrously misunderstood, and one cannot imagine 
a surer and more effective way of creating a gulf between Jew and 
non-Jew in circumstances in which perfect union of Spirit is a vital 
necessity. Cannot some steps be devised for stopping the evil? Is it 
not possible, for instance, to enforce on many more occasions than 
is now the case the need for resiraint in a national emergency—even, 
perhaps, to appoint “observers” with authority to remonstrate, o1 
committees of “ vigilantes,” as did the law-abiding Americans during 
the transition of the half-developed West from lawlessness to ordered 
government? 


But a broad view of Jewish defence implies more. much more, It 
demands a cooling down of the competitive spirit not only in ou 
social relations but in our business pursuits. If trade competition is 
to be the rule, it cannot, and must nof, be divorced from all con- 
sideration and humanity and pushed to unconscionable lengths. In a 
hundred ways the State has seized and enforced this truth. Is it 
right, ts it safe, is it consistent with any campaign for Jewish defence 
that Jews, the banner-bearers of the principle of social justice, should 
be found, in however small numbers, among those who flout and defy 
if it is. not right, are we taking adequate steps to meet and 
correct the evil? Where is the Jewish pulpit in this state of things? 
Again and again it has been urged here—recently, too, by that 
experienced Jewish worker, Basil Henriques—that the place of the 
Jewish preacher is not in the pulpit at all but among the people in 
their homes, if not in their businesses. But the cry has gone unheeded. 
limes out of number has come the urgent admonition to appoint a 
resident English-speaking Dayan and more English-born and English- 
preaching Ministers in the East End, with its still teeming Jewish 
population—only to be met with a stony indifference. What is to be the 
result of this deafness to the demands of real Jewish defence? 


But’ we must*take even more far-seeing views of what defence 
means. We have to look not only to the situation to-day but as it may 
develop in the turbulent period that lies ahead and whose duration 
no man can foretell. That means that we have to guard well the 
mental and moral evolution of our young, that we reconcile our 
youth with their religion, interpreted in accordance with the facts 
of life in modern cities, that we give them high interests in life, 
poles apart from materialism and the pursuit of luxury, that we raise, 
in short, a generation fit, by its outlook and conduct, to carry on 
the great Jewish tradition. In this lies one of the best and surest hopes 
of more effective defence, for, while it may never bring complete 
immunity from attack, it would at least brace us morally to meet 
it. But it calls for a new outlook on the part of our lay and 
spiritual leaders. It demands a new and strong hold on realities. 
Given these things, there is cause for hope. Without them the future 
is at best clouded, and at worst may be tragic.

LIEUT.-COL. SIR MATTHEW NATHAN 


Distinguished Soldier and Administrator 
THE HOLDER OF FIVE GOVERNORSHIPS 


We regret to announce the death, which occurred at his home, The 
Manor House, West Coker, Somerset, on Tuesday, of Lieutenant- 
Colonel the Rt. Hon. Sir Matthew Nathan, C.M.G., K.C.M.G., 
G.C.M.G., one of the most distinguished soldiers and statesmen of the 
Jewish faith. He was seventy-seven. 

Matthew Nathan was born in London in 1862, a son of the late 
Jonah Nathan. During his cadetship at the Royal Military CoHege, 
Woolwich, he received the Pollock (gqRREE 
medal as the most distinguished [xe 
cadet of his year, and the sword Jf — 
for exemplary conduct. In 1880, 
he joined the Royal Engineers, 
was promoted Captain in 1886, 
and Major in 1898. He served in 
the Nile Expedition for the relief 
of General Gordon in 1883, and 
in the Lushai Expedition in 1889. 
In this campaign, Major Nathan 
received a medal and clasp for his 
services. 

In 1895, he was elected Secre- 
tary of the Colonial Defence 
Committee, and was created 
C.M.G. for his work in that office. 
Five years previously, he had been 
appointed Administrator for the ce, Ae 
Government of Sierra Leone, and, 
in 1899, he became temporary L 
Governor of the Gold Coast, in 
the following year being 
appointed permanently to that position, which he held until 1903. 
Major Nathan was the first Jew to hold such an office, and at thirty- 
cight the youngest Governor in the service. While in the Gold Coast, 
he did brilliant work for the development of trade and in promoting 
the welfare of the natives. As a practical engineer, he took special 
interest in the betterment of the colony's transport. He received the 
K.C.M.G. for his services in 1902. | 

In 1904, Sir Matthew Nathan was appointed Governor of Hong- 
Kong, in succession to Sir Henry Blake, and, from 1907 to 1909, he 
served as Governor of Natal, this being his fourth Colonial appoint- 
ment,

Valuable Work At Hong-Kong 

In 1907, Sir Matthew was promoted Lieutenant-Colonel “for dis- 
tunguished services of an exceptional nature other than in the field,” 
and he was made Colonel of another famous regiment—the Durham 
Light Infantry. When he left Hong-Kong to take up his duties at 
Natal, he received many. public and private tributes to his ability, his 
unsparing energy, and his singleness of purpose. In 1908, he was 
created G.C.M.G. in recognition of his distinguished services in con- 
firming the allegiance of the coloured races to the Crown, and in pro- 
moting the success of the Durban Convention for South African 
Federation. 

_He returned to England in 1909, in consequence of the ill-health of 
his mother, and was appointed Secretary of the General Post Office, 
being the first Jew to hold an important position in that service. In 
1911, he was made Chairman of the Board of Inland Revenue. 

Five years after his return to England, Sir Matthew was appointed 

Under-Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. Objections were 
raised in some quarters to the choice of a Jew for the post, but the 
new Under-Secretary’s statesmanship, his straightforward consideration 
of all points of view, earned for him the loyalty and admiration of the 
majority of the people. His prompt action during the 1916 revolt 
in Ireland undoubtedly saved Dublin Castle from the rebels. When 
his Chief resigned in consequence of an inquiry into the circumstances 
of the rising, Lieut.-Col.. Nathan felt that the only honourable course 
for him to pursue was also to resign. 
_ That the Government's confidence in his abilities was not diminished 
in consequence was shown by his appointment as Secretary to the 
Ministry of Pensions. A little later, he became Director of Finance 
and Secretary of a Special Grants Committee of the Ministry of 
Pensions, posts which he occupied until his appointment as Governor 
of Queensland in 1920, His keen interest in education led to his 
election as Chancellor of the Queensland University, a post which he 
held from 1922-26, He was an LL.D. of the University. Three years 
later, in 1929, Sir Matthew returned to England, having added one more 
to the list of Colonial appointments which he filled with such sympathy 
and acumen, 


Offices In Jewish Community 

Despite his arduous public duties, Sir Matthew found time to serve 
also the Jewish Community, He was a Vice-President of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and a member of the Maccabeans Club. In 1912, 
he was clected President of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, and 
in the following year he presided over the annual conference of the 
Union. A characteristic action of his was the sending of 40,000 personal 
letters of appeal, by means of which he raised £10,000 for the relief 
of starving Jews in Russia. He was for many years a member of the 
New West End Synagogue, which he represented at one time on the 
Council of the United Synagogue. lene | 

During the latter years of his life, Sir Matthew took little part in 
public affairs. He was Sheriff of Somerset, an Alderman of the 
Somerset County Council, a J.P., and, in 1930-31, was President of the 
Somerset Archeological and Natural History Society. In 1926, he 


was Chairman of the Colonial Secretary's Advisory Rubber Commitice, 
which regulated the export of rubber from the British dependencies. 
Sir Matthew, who was unmarried, came of a family of brothers 


~ distinguished for their public services. They were the late Sir Robert 


Nathan, of the Indian Civil Service, the late Sir Nathaniel Nathan, who 

had a distinguished legal career in the Colonies, and the late Colonel Sir 

Frederic Nathan, the chemist and explosives expert, who was well 

known to the Jewish Community as the Commandant of the Jewish 
ads’ Brigade. 

" Sir Matthew Nathan will be buried at Willesden Cemetery to-day 

(Friday). 


MR. ALFRED HENRY 


The death occurred last Friday, in his eighty-sixth year, of Mr. 
Alfred Henry, the well-known communal secretary. 

Alfred Henry was the son of the late Richard Loew Henry, 
and was born in Canterbury in 1853. He was educated at 
Neumegen’s School, Kew, and at the Athenée, Brussels. For a long 
period he was Secretary of the Great Synagogue, Duke Street, the 
West London (Reform) Synagogue, and the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. 
From 1878 until a few years ago, Mr. Henry was Secretary of the 
Jews’ Infants’ Schools, and for many years he was a member of the 
Committeé of the Stepney Jewish Schools. He did valuable work 
as professional and honorary auditor of various Metropolitan Jewish 
institutions and charities. 

Mr. Henry was a Fellow of the Institute of C hartered Accountants, 
Associate of the Institute of Chartered Actuaries, and a Freeman of 
the City of London. For many years, during his residence in Ports- 
down Road, he was a member of the Paddington Borough Council. 

He was a nephew of the late Michael Henry, a former editor of 
Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE. He leaves two sons; his eldest son was killed 
during the War. The funeral was at Willesden on Sunday, 


RABBI DR. MAX DIENEMANN (Offenbach) 
A Great Leader of Liberal Judaism 


As reported briefly in these columns last week, Rabbi Dr. Max 
Dienemann has died in Tel-Aviv, after a brief illness, aged sixty-three. 
He had arrived there a few weeks ago, and 
had only recently been released from the 
Buchenwald concentration camp. He 
went to Palestine after a short stay in 
London. 

‘Dr. Dienemann came from an old 
rabbinical family in the district of Posen. 
He was Rabbi at Ratibor, in Silesia, from 
1903 to 1919, and at Offenbach-on-Main 
since that year. His influence, however, 
went far beyond his own Congregation. 
He had definite qualities of leadership, and 
combined sound rabbinical learning with 
deep knowledge of the world. There was 
scarcely a question of general Jewish 
interest in which Dr, Dienemann did not 
publicly take sides, and his opinions carried 
great weight with German Jewry. It was 
his possession of a good heart as well as 
a good head, combined with a strong personality, which prompted his 
rabbinical colleagues to place him in positions of prominence. 

He was for many years a member of the Executive of the General 
Union of German Rabbis, which included Orthodox as well as Liberal 
Rabbis. Great indeed was Dr. Dienemann’s influence on Liberal 
Judaism, and no one worked more zealously for the development of 
its foundations. Contrary to other Liberal leaders, he laid great stress 
on the preservation of Jewish observance. 

During the last few years, he was President of the Association of 
Liberal Rabbis in Germany and was prominent in the B'nai B'rith, 
being for some years President of the Hermann Cohen Lodge in 
Frankfort. 

Dr. Dienemann had been editor of DeR MorGEN, an independent 
Liberal monthly. He was also the author of many books, which 
included an important work, “ Judentum und Christentum.”

Dr. E. J. Coun, former Professor of Law at Breslau University, 
writes : 

The sudden dcath of Rabbi Dr. Max Dieremann has taken from cur 
midst one of the most notable and influential German-Jewish leaders. His 
many articles in Jewish periodicals, and hs excellent contributions to the 
JupiscHe LEXIKON showed him to be a forceful and original thinker 
wh se rappy combination of traditioral Jew.sh learning and deep under- 
standing of cont mporary fro >iems appealed esp.cially to the intelligentsia 
of German Jewry. While at heart a conservative, he did not close his eyes 
to the necessity of re-shaping Judaism in accordance with the progress of 
thought ards ience. Mest cf his research work dealt with the rel.tion of 
Judaism to Christianity, and it would be difficult to find a better re-state- 
ment of the divergencies from the Jewish point of view than in his booklet, 
“ Judentum und Christentum,” which ran into several editions, and in his 
articles in the JupiscHE LEXIKKON, His rabb-nate at Offenbach was singularly 
successful, and various larger congregations attempted in vain to lure him 
to their pulpits. His detention at the dreaded Buchenwald camp broke his 
health, but net his spirit. 


MISS MADELEINE COHEN 
A Friend of the Theatre

Miss Cohen was a familiar figure at first nights, and was a great 
friend of young stage aspirants.

She 
founded the well-known Venturer’s Society (now disbanded), a Sunday 
play producing organisation, which had a large membership, | 
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Miss Cohen's father was at one time lessee of the old Imperial 
Theatre, on the site of the Central Hall, Westminster, and through 
him she met all the celebrities of the time, including Caruso, who 
sang at their St. John’s Wood house.

TRIBUTES TO DRS. GASTER, BUCHLER, AND 
MONTEFIORE 


Further tributes to three great Jews —-Dr. Moses Gaster. Dr. Adolph 
Biichler, and Dr. Claude G. Montefiore-—were paid at a specially convened 
meeting of the Jewish Historical Society. held on Thursday evening of 
last week in the Gustave Tuck Theatre of University College, Gower 
Street, W.C. Dr. Cecil Roth presided and delivered a memorial address on 
Dr. Gaster. Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein spoke on Dr. Biichler, and the Rev. 
Vivian G. Simmons on Dr. Montefiore. 

If he were asked, said Dr. Roth, what lesson could be drawn from Dr. 
Gaster’s career, he would say that it was the manner in which a great spirit 
triumphed over great adversity (his blindness). He saw more through other 
men’s vision than most men can see through their own, declared Dr. Roth. 

Dr. Epstein said of Dr. Biichler that he was. the first to vindicate the 
historical character of the material in the Talmud and the Midrash. 

Speaking of Dr. Montefiore, the Rev. Vivian Simmons said he was perhaps 
the first man to undertake that great and perhaps thankless task of enlighten- 
ing the English Jew about the religion of Christianity and its relation to 
Judaism.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE “BUDGET 


3 NIGHT ” 
Unsuitable Financial Representatives 
TREASURERS’ CALL FOR ECONOMY 


‘An earnest appeal for economy in the conduct of Constituent Syna- 
ogues’ affairs was made by the Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, K.C., when, 
as Senior Treasurer, he delivered his budget speech at a meeting of the 
Council of the United Synagogue held on Tuesday at Woburn House. 
There was circulated in advance of “ budget night” this year a memoran- 
dum entitled “ Budget 1938—Introductory Remarks.” In the course of 
this it was pointed out that “the aggregate income of the Constituent 
Synagogues fell from £93,344 in 1937 to £91,950 in 1938, a decrease of 
nearly £1,400. The aggregate expenditure rose from £90,527 to £91,402, 
an increase of £875. Jt follows that the margin of income over €xpenditure, 
comparing 1938 with 1947, showed a decrease in 1938 of no less an amount 
than £2,275. As the margin in 1937 was £2,820, there would for 1938 
have been a total of only £545 available for the final surpluses of all 
the Synagogues, and this figure would have been further reduced by the 
a deduction of 10 per cent. for the Ministers’ Salaries Augmentation 
und. 

“ The Treasurers having communicated with the Synagogues and notified 
to each Synagogue having a surplus the final figures which would emerge 
for 1938, compared with the much better figures in the previous year, it 
became apparent that a serious problem would arise at certain of the 
Synagogues. ‘The financial regulations contain an excellent provision that 
not less than one-half of such net final surplus as there may be on the 
annual account of a Constituent shall go towards its Religion Classes. 

“The Treasurers had therefore to consider the position in the light of 
commitments already incurred by Religion Class Committees (and in some 
cases other valid local commitments, too), which could not be terminated 
so suddenly. In those circumstances, the Treasurers, not without reluctance, 
advised the Finance Committee that the very exceptional step be taken 
of reducing the assessment for the general purposes of the United Syna- 
gogue on the income of the Constituent Synagogues from the standard 
minimum figure of 24 per cent. to 14 per cent. The result of this was to 
increase the aggregate final surpluses by £830, and the accounts were 
completed accordingly in anticipation that the Council would ratify the 
unusual course that had been taken. 

“The Treasurers and Finance Committee are bound to point out that 
this exceptional measure must on no account be regarded as one that can be 
repeated without endangering the whole financiai structure of the United 
Synagogue... 


“Analysis of the decline in the Synagogues’ income for 1938 showed 


a diminution of the total offerings during the year by nearly £1,000.” 

Mr. Montagu, after being called upon by Mr. Frank Samuel, who presided 
over Tuesday's meeting, to introduce the annual accounts and estimates, said 
that this was the third time that he had the honour of introducing the 
budget of the United Synagogue. For the first time, he said. he had to 
introduce a budget on what he called a falling market. The position

institutions was at present a very serious one, The Community was being 
called upon to meet, and was meeting splendidly, the great financial calls 
which had resulted from tyranny and oppression abroad. In spite of 
every possible exhortation made to their Community to remember that 
the continuance of the religious life of Anglo-Jewry was probably the most 
important factor upon which the future of Jewry as a whole depended, 
especially in this terrible situation, far too many people had made con- 
tributions to special funds, and had then said that they had given away 
all that they could out of their income, and had in consequence reduced 
their subscriptions to the communal work of the Anglo-Jewish Community 
by an almost equivalent amount. In view of this, added to the difficult 
economic situation, the Council had to face the prospect that unless some- 
thing was done shortly, the margin between the income and the expenditure 
of the Constituent Synagogues would reach vanishing point. 

First. said Mr. Montagu, he wished to draw attention to the work of the 
financial representatives. He yielded to no one in his admiration of the 
immense work which was done by most of them, but he would be failing 
in his duty if be did not call the attention of the Council to the ay 
that was caused in some cases by people who were not really fitted for 
the task of financial representative being elected because they were men who 
commanded the affection or respect of their fellow-members. It some- 
times occurred that where the Synagogue’s finances were administered by 
such a person, arrears mounted up in the collection of accounts, and had 
to be written off and then mounted up again. In four years, over the United 
Synagogue as a whole, some £9,000 had been written off. 

He therefore stressed the importance of securing that these who were to 
be elected as financial representatives or as Wardens were those who really 
could and would put in the enormous amount of effective work that was 
vitally necessary if the United Synagogue was to continue on a sound basis. 


The High Price of Choirs 


During the four years in which he had been one of the Treasurers, 
proceeded the speaker, he had never yet known of a request from any 
Synagogue for an item of expenditure to be substantially decreased. Now, 
that should make them think. Local Hon. Officers often urged upon them 
that such-and-such an item of expenditure or increase of expenditure be 
allowed. No persuasion seemed to convince them that every other Syna- 
gogue wanted (or would want) to spend a similar amount on the same 
object, or an equally plausible object. 

A particular item of expenditure which “ shouted aloud for reduction 
was the expenditure upon choirs. There would be a recommendation by 
the Executive Committee in connection, with that expenditure. What had 
occurred was symptomatic of a problem which the Treasurers viewed with 
grave apprehension and which ought to be so viewed by the whole Council. 
in 1933. there had been nineteen Constituent Synagogues; in 1939, there 
were still nineteen.. The Hambro’ had been replaced by Hendon. The 
total expenditure on choirs in 1933 had already reached the enormous 
figure of £5,151, By 1936, three years later, it was £5,684, and Hendon 
was spending exactly the same amount on its choir ‘as Hambro’ had done. 
In the estimates for 1939, the amount estimated for choirs reached the truly 
appalling figure of £6,166. Thére might be grave doubts whether it was 
always the most expensive choir that did, in fact, give the best results. 

The various Committees of the United Synagogue were doing their best 
to keep expenditure down, said Mr. Montagu, adding that he must pay 
a sincere tribute to their respective Chairmen. He asked to be forgiven 
if he contrasted the attitude of some local Boards. Did Boards of Manage- 
men ever ask themselves where incfeased expenditure was to come from, 
or “€an we decrease any of these items?” or was their discussion guided 
rather by asking: “ How much more can we get out of the Treasurers?” 

Commenting on the present situation, Mr. Montagu said that the figures 
‘as they actually presented themselves when they first computed the final 
surpluses and deficits, and before they took emergency steps, were as 
follows: twelve Synagogues had between them gross surpluses of £6,068, 
and the other seven Synagogues required to be assisted to the total extent 
of £5,797; and that would have meant that out of each £100 in the gross 
surplus achieved by any Synagogue, no less than £95 10s. would have had 
to go to the assisted Synagogues. If they carried it to that pitch, it was 
surely straining overfar the principle of which they were all so proud, 
that the rich Synagogues help their co-religionists in the poorer neighbour- 
hoods. If one looked at the figures from another angle, the situation 
was equally menacing, for the position was reached this year when expendi- 
ture of the Constituent Synagogues as a whole was within £545 of their 
total income. Unless they took care they were nearly approaching the point 
when no Synagogue at all would have a final surplus. 

[his year, they were able to recommend a measure whereby it was possible 
temporarily to avert that position where the total available among twelve 
surplus Synagogues would have been only £545, but the expedient adopted 
could not be disguised; it was nothing more than the diversion of moneys, 
badly needed for a set purpose of vital importance, in order to make the 
very small final surpluses larger ones. That purpose was achieved only 
by causing another vital purpose to suffer, namely, the building up of 
their Pensions Funds to the point at which they could meet obligations that 
must fall upon them. It was something which they could never do again,

“Once again,” concluded the speaker, “I must appeal to all of you 
to see that office shall not be conferred on anyone merely for the Koved 
it brings, to envisage no additional expenditure unless it is vital, and really 
to try to cut down existing expenditure.”

ABDUL RAZZIK SURRENDERS 


Notorious Gangster Frustrated by 
Military Vigilance 


MORE JEWS KILLED 


It is officially stated that Aref Abdul Razzik, the notorious terrorist 
gang leader, with sixteen of his followers, surrendered to the French 
military authorities at Fig, on the eastern shore of the Sea of Galilee, 
and is now detained at Palmyra. 

The surrender of Abdul Razzik, a message states, is a severe blow 
to the brigands, as it removes 4 most powerful terrorist leader, ranking 
second to Abdul Rahim Elhaj Ibrahim, the brigand commander-in- 
chief who was shot dead during an encounter with troops some 
weeks ago. 

For months Abdul Razzik and his followers had been hunted by 
the British troops, and when they stumbled into’ the French military 
post at Fig they were starving and worn out with fatigue. They had 
been unable to withstand the vigilance of the troops and the opposi- 
tion of the Arab villagers, and, with the discontinuance of subsidies 
from the Mufti, Abdul Razzik, who was in a state of despair, 
surrendered. 

A large quantity of munitions, belonging, it is believed, to the 
terrorist gang leader, Yussef Abu Durra, was seized on Friday last 
by troops and police near Nablus. The material consisted of sixty- 
nine rifles, a machine gun, 5,000 rounds of ammunition, five land- 
mines, two field telephones, a large quantity of explosives, a complete 
ammunition recharging apparatus, uniforms, and numerous documents. 
Abu Durra has, it ts reported, fled to Syria. 

On Saturday, members of the Transjordan Frontier Force found 
eleven rifles and 700 rounds of ammunition at a Beduin encampment 
near Betsan. Thirteen of the tribesmen were arrested, 


Renewed Terrorism 

In a renewed outburst of Arab terrorism during the week-end, five 
Jews were killed and several wounded. 

The outburst was probably a consequence of the surrender of Abdul 
Razzik. 

Of the five Jews killed, three were murdered in Haifa, while two 
from Nahalal were killed in an ambush near an Arab village. The 
victims at Haifa were Nathan Klicher, aged twenty-six, and Karl 
Mujchin, aged twenty-four, who were shot dead at noon on Saturday 
while walking in Hadar Hacarmel. The assailants escaped. Both Jews 
recently arrived in Palestine from Germany. 

On Sunday morning, a noter by the name of Samuel Goler was shot 
dead, and Samuel Hashinashoni and Moshe Brand were seriously 
wounded near the German colony at Haifa, In another part of the 
city, Yonah Shapira, a cart driver, was also shot and seriously wounded. 
Later in. the day, a third outrage was committed in Haifa when a young 
woman, Hanina ‘Falk, was seriously wounded by shots fired at her 
while walking in a street. 

The two Jews killed in an ambush near Nahalal were Arieh Druck, 
aged twenty-two, and Nathan Hirschfeld, aged twenty. They were 
members of Kibbutz Shimrun. 

Nissim Sasson Misrachi, aged thirty-two, who was shot and seriously 
wounded at Jaffa Gate, Jerusalem, on Thursday of last week, died of 
his juries on Saturday evening. Makhluf Haddad, aged fifty-five. 
a Jewish shopkeeper in the Old City of Tiberias, was shot dead on 
Monday. His assassins were three Arab boys. Yussef Alami, an 
Arab member of the Municipal Council of Gaza, was shot dead in a 
Street in Gaza on Saturday morning. 

Since Saturday, five terrorists belonging to a gang of assassins have 
been arrested in Jerusalem, and a quantity of firearms and bombs have 
been seized by the authorities. 

Troops who searched cactus hedges on Mount Ebal—the “ Hill of 
Malediction” mentioned by the Samaritans in the Scriptures—found 
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ten rifles, seven bombs, and nearly 400 rounds of rifle ammunition 
hidden among prick! ars. oo 

Because re jac fh have made a practice of hiding in shops after 
an outrage, and escaping when the hue and cry was over, Major- 
General R. N. O'Connor, Military Commander of Jerusalem, has 
issued a warning to shopkeepers that their premises will be closed for 
an indefinite period in future should they fail to hand over criminals 
to the authorities. 

A careful search of the Old City of Jerusalem was carried out at 
dawn on Tuesday by military units. Fifty suspects, including some 
well-known terrorists, were arrested. 


THE TALKS IN CAIRO 
Dr. Weizmann’s Visit to Egyptian Premier 


As arranged when he was in London, writes our Cairo Corres- 
pondent, Dr. Chaim Weizmann recently visited Cairo for a short stay. 
Accompanied by Dr. B. Joseph, legal adviser to the Jewish Agency, 
he arrived in Cairo by a ‘plane of the Jewish Palestine Airways, Ltd. 
The two were received on the same morning by H. E. Mohamed 
Mahmoud Pasha, Prime Minister, and H. E. Abdel Fattah Yehia 
Pasha, Minister of Foreign Affairs, with whom they had a very friendly 
talk. Interviewed afterwards by local pressmen, Dr. Weizmann 
refused to make any declaration, but stated that he had been very 
pleased to meet the Egyptian Premier. 

Later in the day, Dr. Weizmann called at the Royal Palace to meet 
H. E. Aly Maher Pasha. Tewfik es Suwaidy Bey, former Iraqi 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who had arrived in Cairo the same day, 
Abd-el-Kader el Kilany Bey, Chargé d’Affaires of Iraq in Egypt, and 
Abd-el-Rahman Azzam Bey, Egyptian Minister'in Saudi Arabia, were 
present at the meeting, which lasted over two hours. The discussion 
was marked by equal cordiality on each side. Though nothing has 
been disclosed of what took place, there is a general feeling that 
responsible Arab political leaders realise now that no decision about 
the future of Palestine could be considered as lasting without the 
consent of the Jews. : 

The Arab and European Press of Egypt-——and that of Syria as well— 
is giving prominence to Dr. Weizmann’s visit to Egypt before his 
forthcoming journey to the U.S.A. It is not impossible that he may 
soon return to Egypt to resume his talks with Egyptian leaders, who 
continue in the meantime their consultations with Arab politicians, 


GOVERNMENT SCHEME AMENDED 
More Acceptable (o Arabs 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent} 


The British proposals and Egyptian and Arab proposals for the 
future of Palestine, which were recently discussed in Cairo between the 
delegates of Egypt and the Arab Kingdoms were in reality those relating 
to a transitional period submitted by Mr. MacDonald at the London 
Conferences. So much is now admitted. It is further hinted that the 
original British scheme has been amended with a view to rendering it 
more acceptable to the Mufti and his representatives. From this it ts a 
fair inference that the amended scheme must do even less justice to the 
Jewish Community than the initial one. 

Dr, Weizmann, it further appears, did not actually participate in the 
Cairo Conference, but was informed of the amended proposals by 
the Egyptian Premier, if not by the British authorities, and coolly urged 
to accept these further sacrifices of Zionist interest, and induce his 
organisation to accept them in order that the security of the Imperial 
communications in the Middle East should not be endangered by Arab 
hostility. 

Indeed, there is as yet no suggestion on the British side of taking 
advantage of the Jewish offer to defend these communications by 
raising a Jewish Legion of 50,000 men. in Palestine, although our 
auxiliary force from Syria to the Libyan border and the Sudan are 
numerically inadequate, so madequate, mdeed, that a Turkish army 
i be required to remedy the deficiency under the new Anglo-Turkish 
alliance. 


Jewish Agency Statement 


The Jewish Agency has issued the following statement: 

Reports have appeared in the Press associating Dr. Weizmann’s visit 
to Cairo with the arrival there of the Egyptian Ambassador in London. 
The Executive of the Jewish Agency desires to make it clear that there 
is NO connection whatever between those two visits. As previously 
arranged when they met in London, Dr. Weizmann visited Ali Maher 
Pasha in Cairo, and took the opportunity of paying his respects to 
the Egypttan Prime Minister. The Jewish Agency is in no way 
associated with the discussions on Palestine now alleged in Arab circles 
to be taking place in Cairo, following the arrival of the Egyptian 
Ambassador, and has no knowledge of any plans for the resumption 
of the talks on Palestine policy recently concluded in London, 


LABOUR CONDEMNS GOVERNMENT

A conference of the “ Mapay”™ (Palestine Jewish Workers’ Party) 
was held on Saturday evening in Tel-Aviv. The conference, which 
was mainly devoted to political questions, was addressed by Mr. Ben 
Gurion and Mr. Berl Katznelson. 

A resolution was adopted dealing with the policy of the British 
Government as formulated in London and its decision to impose a 
political maximum for immigration. This policy, the resolution 
declares, constitutes a betrayal of the faith of Jewry in the most 
desperate hour of its history, and is, moreover, an abuse of the functions 
entrusted by the League of Nations to Great Britain.

AGENCY CHALLENGES IMMIGRATION 
ORDINANCE 
Incompatible With Mandate ? 


The Executive of the Jewish Agency sent a letter to the High Com- 
missioner, to be transmitted to the Government in London. protesting 
against the new Immigration Ordinance issued by the Government 

In the course of the letter. the Agency challenges the legal validity 
of the Ordinance, pointing out that it is not consistent with the inter- 
national obligations imposed upon the Mandatory Power. The Jewish 
Agency urges the Government not to enforce the Ordinance until it 
has applied to the League of Nations for a ruling from the Inter- 
national Court at the Hague as to whether the Ordinance is compatible 
with the provisions of the Mandate. 

The letter stresses that this cruel and unjustified blow in regard to 
immigration is made against the Jewish people at the most tragic hour 
in its history. The new Ordinance, the letter maintains. jeopardizes 
the security of the future of the Jewish National Home. 

Finally, the Agency insists that Jewish immigration into Palestine 
should be authorised in accordance with the principle of the absorptive 
capacity of the country, as sanctioned by the Council of the League 
of Nations, 


JEWISH SHIPPING COMPANY 
Unsubsidised Line Fights Foreign Competition 
, REMAINS A PAYING CONCERN. 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The operation of a Jewish shipping service between Palestine and 
Eastern European ports is a creditable achievement when it is remem- 
bered that large subsidies are paid by foreign Governments to their 
shipping plying to this country. The Palestine Maritime Lloyd, an 
the other hand, is rightly proud of the fact that it is not subsidised by 
Government or any Jewish public institutions, and that its services 
are conducted on a purely business basis. This makes all the more 
noteworthy the first dividend of 4 per cent. paid to shareholders for 
the financial year ending December 31, 1938. 

The balance-sheet issued shows that the debt on the steamer Har Zion 
was reduced last year to £P1,250, compared with £P6,250, when the 
company was formed in the early part of 1935, The new steamer 
purchased was the Miriem. In 1937 and 1938, the Palestine Maritime 
Lioyd wrote off large sums for depreciation, yet was still able to 
announce its dividend, 

In addition to subsidised foreign services, the company has had to 
contend with shipping of other countries in which the labour Conditions, 
rates of pay, and food are below the standard maintained in Palestine 
The Jewish personnel on the company's boats are far better off than 
the seamen on many craft plying to these shores. Yet the company 
reports it has met with a singular lack of appreciation of Its pioneering 
efforts even by Jewish organisations in Palestine. 

To give an example, the Rumanian Government in 1937, 38 agreed 
that of the import quota of Palestinian citrus fruit Rumanian steamers 
were to carry 60 per cent. and Jewish boats the remainder. But ol 
the 40 per cent. allotted to the Jewish ships, the exporters of ther 
own free will give substantial consignments to the Polish steamer 
Polonia. This year, the Rumanian Government insisted upon reserving 
70 per cent. of the citrus freight for its own steamers. and the Jewssh 
companies have been refused any appreciable share by Jewish exporters 
of the remaining 30 per cent. This ts all the more lamentable as the 
personnel of the Palestine Maritime Lloyd boats is 100 per cent. Jewssh, 
the majority of the men having been trained by the company, 

Notwithstanding these difficulties, the Palestine Maritime Lloyd 
believes there is a sound future for Jewish shipping tn this part ot 
the world, with the ultimate possibility of extension over the Seven 
Seas. Capital investments on a commercial basis are now required in 
order to increase the fleet so that it may become the nucleus of a worthy 
Jewish mercantile marine. 

Your correspondent remembers with pleasure a voyage he unde! 
took in the summer of 1936 on the Har Hacarmel, which completed 
the voyage between Haifa and Constanza in just under four days 
From captain to cabin-boy, the crew was almost entirely Jewish. There 
was a really national atmosphere on board, so that the passengers felt, 
on both the outward and return trips, that they were part of an Eretz 
Yisrael afloat. An incident which aroused particular enthusiasm Was 


For the past four years, the Palestine Maritime Lloyd, Ltd., has been 
‘running a regular passenger and cargo service between Tel-Aviv, Haifa, 
and Constanza, via Istanbul. The managing director, Mr. Lazar 
Bercovici, was recently in England, where he contracted for the 
purchase of a steamer to replace the Har Hacarmel, burned out while 
in Constanza harbour last year.

J.N.F. LONDON COUNCIL 
Formed, at Representative Conference 
MOBILISING SUPPORT FOR FUND 


Ata specially convened Conference of all London Zionist bodies 
which was held at the Anglo-Palestinian Club on Sunday, under the 
auspices of the Jewish National Fund, it was decided that a J.N.F. 
Council for London be formed. The Conference also welcomed the 
proposal for a J.N.F. Week, to which it pledged its wholesearted 
support. 

Mr. Aaron Wright, who presided, said it might surprise those present 
to learn that there existed in London upwards of one hundred and fifty 
Zionist organisations of one kind or another. He was glad to say that 
their relations with all these organisations had been uniformly cordial. 
He referred particularily to the most valuable assistance that the 
women Z onists had rendered to them last year in connect:on with the 
Palestine Exhibi.ion. He also mentionz:d the Habonim movement. It 
would be the function of the Conference to consider ways and means 
whereby all these groups could te mobilised on bzhalf of the essential 
work of the J.N.F. “ Plainly,” said Mr. Wright, “our task to-day 
is to see to it that tens of thousands of men and women enter 
Palestine, and that those men and women have land upon which to 
settle.” 

Mr. Maurice Rosetié confined himself to the practical problems w.th 
which the conference had to deal. After commenting on the peculiarly 
diffused and decentralised nature of. the London Jewish commu- 
nity, he said that they thought it would be right that the premier Zionist 
body of London should take the step of co-ordinating groups there. 
Mr. Rosetté held Lezcs up as an example of what could be done. In 
Leeds, he said, they were told that 99 factories had instituted regu‘ar 

fund collections every week. 

After Dr. Hans Capell had spoken on “ Methods of Organisation,” 
Mr. Aaron Wright moved a re.olution that a J.N.F. Council for London 
te formed. : 

The head offic: in Jerusalem, said Mr. Wright, was absolutely 
determined that the Jews should possess Palestine from Dan to Beer- 
sheba and from the coast of Palestine to the borders of the desert. 
That being the scheme, where were the means to come from? He 
wanted them to face the fact that more than half the Jewish world was 
being wiped off the map. It was perfcctly obvious that with the. 
extinction of Russian Jewry, with the impoverishment of Polish Jewry, 
with the swallowing up of German, Austrian, and Czzcho-Slovakian 
Jewry, and with Hungarian and Rumanian Jewry tn the last stages of 
decay, they must examine what man-power remained to the Jewish 
people. Mr. Wright stressed the tremendous responsibility rest ng 
upon the Jewish community of London. 


“A Penny a Day .. .” 


Referring to the J:N.F. box collections, he said that if the J.N.F. 
Slogans were carried out—that every Jewish household should have a 
box and that every box should have put into it a penny a cay— 
London Jewry would raise from this source the enormous amount 
of £90,000 a year instead of, as was the case, £3,400. At any rate, 
there was no reason why the income from boxes in London should not 
rise from £3,400 to £10,000 as a bare minimum. Referring to factory 
collections, Mr. Wright said in Leeds, apparently, non-Jews were most 
happy to contribute, and in this way they had gained the sympathy and 
sup ort of the ron-Jewish population. 

Mr. Rosetté moved a resolution welcoming the proposal for a J.N.F. 
week and pledging the Conference's wholehearted support. 

The world, said Mr. Rosetié, had got to be convinced that the 
Jewish people stood behind the Jewish Agency and the leaders of the 
Jewish peopie in their determination that Palestine shou'd be the Jewish 
National Home. The J.N.F. week would be held from June 4 to June 11. 
They were aiming, during that week, at redeeming an area of 5,000 
dunams of land in Palestine. 

A discussion followed, after which Mr. Wright made it clear that 
the Council would consist of representatives of various organisations. 

Both resolutions were carried and an Executive was set up pro tem of 
which the President is Professor Samson Wright, the President of the 
J.N.F. for Great Britain and Ireland. 

Professor Wright, who was unavoidably absent from the first part of 
the proceedings, then spoke. Dealing with the Palestine situation, he 
said there was nothing to be defeatist or depressed about. It seemed 
quite clear that the terror had come toanend. There would be isolated 
acts of terrorism, but they would see in the near future order and 
trar quiliity restored to the country. He said there would be no difficulty 
in buying land, whatever absurd regulations the Government might see 

fit to introduce.

J.N.F. We.k will give Zionists the op;ortunity to focus the attention 
of their fellow-Jews on these achievements. 

If Mussolini had drained the marsies of the Emek the whole world 
would have been called on to to admire his feat. If Hitler bad trans- 
ported 300,000 people and established them happily in another country, 
the nations would have taken this as an unansweiable proof of the 
success of his reeime. If America could boast of a great modern city 
of 10,000 people that had grown from nothing in thirty years, the press 
would never tire of recording it as an example of typical American 
high-speed efficiercy. And side by side with those miracics there has 
been the even greater work of a vigorous cultural development 
reflected in an increasing amount of literary and artistic creat.on ard 
important contributions in the realms of science and philosophy. 

All these things which have been ach/eved in Palestine have been 
made possibie by one factor alone—the land-purchasing power of the 
J.N.F. If Jews only realised the tremendous contribution they are 
making not only to Jewish culture but to wor'd Civilisation, they 
would bz: posssss2:d with a burring anxiety to play their part in 
heiping forward tie march of events. 

These things will be drawn to the attention of Jews throughout the 
British Isies by the written and spoken word and by films curing the 
“Week.” Thousands of voluntary workers will distribute leaflets and 
pamphlets. The best speakers will address public meetings. Every 
available film on the subject will be shown publicly. 

Nothing is more certain than that when Jews know what is happen ng 
in Paiestine, they will give their support to this movement ; the move- 
ment which has placed tens ot thousands of refugees permanently and 
har pily on the land in Palestine. 

Such a mass demonstration of Jewish solidarity will undoubtedly 
have a great influence upon public opinion. The knowledge that British 
Jewry is solidly behind :hz work of the: Zionist movement in its efforts 
to rebuild Palestine must have a vital effe.t in strengthening Jewish 
political demands. 


YOUNG ZIONISTS DEBATE REVISIONISM 
The ‘* United Front” 


Members of two bodies of Young Zionists, the North London New 
Zionist Youta Oryganisation and the Chavurath Hayarden of the 
Vattké Habonim, met last week at the hea quarters of the firs'-named 
society, 49, Upper Clapton Road, E., to debate the motion: “ That 
Revisionism is the true aspect of Zionism.” The discussion was a 
vigorously healthy one, inclining though, on two or three occasions, to 
be more vio.ent than was desirable. Mr. Pinchas Litvinoff pres.ded, 

Opening the debate for the New Zionists, Mr. J. Nedava co..trasted 
what he called the “spiritual” Zionisn of Dr. Weizmann and. his 
supporters, with its emphasis on Jewish culture, with tne political 
Zionism which insisted, first of all, on a Jewish State, with a Jewish 
majority, consisting of millions of their coreligionisits from those parts 
of the world where they were harassed. He spoke of the need for 
Jewish unity—a unity that would be made possible by a National 
Assembly tnat was truly representative of the millions of Jews who 
to-day had no voice in Zionist affairs. 

Mr. Asher Bernstein, opposing the motion, said that the idea of a 
united national .ront was unworkable, that the notion of first getting 
unity among capitalist and socialist sections, with the object of settling 
their d.fferences in Palestine later, was ridiculous. Mr. D. B. Doran 
condemned Mr. Benstein’s “sole concern with class war,” and said 
the Revisionists’ main concern was the creation of a Jewish S ate, on 
both sides of the Jordan, and they did not care if it was a socialist 
State or any other kind—some would say “or a Fascist state,” but 
there was no possibility of tat. 

Mr. Aaron Jacobs said that it was the conditions in Palestine which 
demanded that Jews coming there should change from being traders 
into being workers, and which had forced the rise of the Histadru.h and 
the labour movement. Palestine problems could not be solved by 
“ sioganising ” but by Jews taemselves buiiding up the land and not 
relying on the declarations of the nations. 

Then foilowed quest ons and discussion of, among other matters, 
strikes and strike breaking; “ beatings-up” of one party by another ;

A BRITISH’ FOREIGN LEGION 


Mr. Duff Cooper’s Urgent Proposals 


“IMMIGRATION IS SOUND POLICY AND 
SOUND ETHICS” 


Mr. A. Duff Cooper, D.S.0., M.P.. made a powerful plea for the 
setting up of a British Foreign Legion composed of refugees in on 
article in the EVENING STANDARD on Tuesday. 

Mr. Duff Cooper criticised the false belief that refugees caused 
unemployment, and showed that, on the contrary, they increased the 
demand for goods and, therefore, production. It was also necessary, 
he pointed out, to stop the present serious population decline, 

“In the face of scientific facts like these,” he continued, “ the policy 
of turning away useful, able-bodied, hard-working, honest immigrants 
is a policy of criminal lunacy. While we are chasing these people 
from our shores we are at the same time going through the slightly 
humiliating process of holding meetings all over the country at which 
leaders of public opinion implore our own fellow-citizens to fill up the 
glaring gaps in our deiences. 

“We need over 200,000 men in the Territorial Army and . . . there 
are thousands of refugees ionging to come to this country and to 
serve as scldiers of in any other capacity. 

“ Throughout history, in every country, exiles have made the best 
soldiers. . . . Yet we are refusing to admit the stream of immigrants, 
which we have always benefited from in the past, and which we have 
greater need of now than we ever had before,” he said. 

“In this matter, as in so many, sound policy coincides with sound 
ethics. If it were not so. the ethical argument ought still to outweigh 
the political.” 

Mr. Duff Cooper spoke of “ the duty of a country that has so long 
had the enviable reputation of being a home for the wanderer and a 
haven for the persecuted, to marntain that reputation in a period when 
there are more wandereis atid more persecuted than ever before.” 

In conclusion, he declared: “Charity should no doubt begin at 
home, but it should not end there, for if it does, it ts likely to lose the 
quality of charity altogether and to become self-interest. [he cry: 
‘Am I my brother's keeper?’ was the excuse of the first murderer, and 
the reply to it throughout the ages has been a thunderous affirmative.”

The Political Correspondent of the Datty TELEGRAPH AND MORNING 
Post reports that refugees from Czecho-Slovakia and Spain are being 
allowed to sign on for service in certain sections of the Britssh Army. 
There is no question of a “ Foreign Legion” or even ot refugee 
battalions being formed, but individuals who, on making application 
in the ’normal way, are accepted as fit subjects tor enlistment are being 
posted for such work as lorry driving, Army Service Corps work, and 
other occupations. 

Every such recruit releases a British subject for other work, and 
though this procedure, which is a new one for the Army, 1s not being 
specifically encouraged, a certain number ot refugees have already

REFUGEES OFFER TO DEFEND AUSTRALIA 


At a meeting held in Sydney last Sunday, 1.000 German and Czecho- 
Slovakian Jewish refugees offered their services to Australia and the 
British Empire. 

Although the defence forces of the Australian Commonwealth are 
restricted to British-born subjects and to naturalised British subjects 
after five years of naturalisation, it is understood that, the Australian 
Minister of Defence is considering the possibility of exercising his 
special powers to waive this restriction. It is pointed out that if the 
authorities will avail themselves of the offer of the Jewish refugees 
they will have at their disposal the services of highly-qualified electrical, 
mechanical, and military technicians. | 


A FRONTIER TRAGEDY 


A tragedy took place on the Belgo-Dutch frontier during the week- 
end when a Jewish woman, a refugee from Vienna, who was travelling 
with her mother: and other persons in a closed motor car, was shot 
dead by a Dutch sentry. The sentry has been arrested. 

It appears that the driver of the car failed to stop when challenged 
by the sentry, who fired a revolver’shot into the back of the car. The 
victim was Mrs. Nelly Haber (maiden name Schwarez), aged thirty- 
seven, whose dead body was brought by her mother to Antwerp, where 
she had been awaited by her husband and children. The unfortunate 
woman had made several attempts to cross the frontier, but had been 
caught and sent back each time.

SETTLEMENT IN BRITISH HONDURAS 


‘* Ample Room for Millions ” 
PROPOSAL BY EDITOR OF ‘* CROWN COLONIST” 


The settlement of Jewish refugees in British Honduras is advocated 
by Mr. W. E. Simnett, editor of the CROWN COLONIST, In a letter 
published last Sunday in the SUNDAY TIMEs. ; 

Mr. Simnett points out that British Honduras is still largely 
undeveloped, and that its native population is only some 55,000, with 
a few hundred whites. It is approximately the size of Palestine, but, 
he says. unlike that country “ the soil is rich and fertile and, despite 
its !atitude, the climate is sub-tropical and even, in the highlands such 
as the Southern Pine Ridge, temperate and bracing. Large areas 
inland are most suitable for cultivation, and I have the assurance ot 
the Governor that the crying need of the country is for settlers. Great 
tracts near the coast are covered with valuable timber—the colony's 
mahogany, indeed, is world-famous.” 

Mr. Simnett’s proposal is, briefly, “ that the colony be transferred 
to responsible Jewish authorities for development as an autonomous 
Jewish State in free association with the British Commonwealth, and 
secured by a joint guarantee of Great Britain and the United States, 
since, being on the American continent and near to Panama, it 
obviously comes within the scope of the Monroe Doctrine. 

“ With capital and energy and, above all, people, it could become 
the New Palestine, a daughter settlement looking towards the ancient 
Zion for its spiritual and cultural ideals. Now that the prospects of 
Jewish development in Palestine are unfortunately restricted, 1t would 
be a compensating gesture on our part thus to redress the balance of 
the Old World by calling in the New. There is ample room here and 
in British Guiana for millions of people, and there would be no hostile 
indigenous population and no international complications. 

“ There is nothing to stop us making this gesture forthwith,” he 
concludes, “and in view of the intensification of the Jewish problem 
in Europe this would form a most important contribution towards 
a solution.” 


EMIGRATION FROM GERMANY 
Nazis’ Change of Policy ? 


Regarding war as a possibility of the near future, the German 
Government has definitely decided to change its policy concerning 
the emigration of Jews from the Reich, reports the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. 

The question of Jewish emigration was considered last week during 
the visit to Berlin of Mr. Robert Pell, Vice-Director of the Inter- 
governmental Refugee Committee. 

Although the German authorities indicated that they intended to 
make the realisation of the Wohlthat memorandum on Jewish emigra- 
tion dependent on the establishment of the international corporation 
tor the settlement of refugees overseas, information from Berlin 
indicates that the Central Emigration Office is not functioning; that 
the Jews are no longer given permits to leave the Reich, in contrast 
to the previous policy of forcing Jews to enter other countries legally 


or illegally; and that a previous decision to consider Jews as “ alien 


enemies " to be interned in camps in the event of war has. definitely 
been abandoned. (Details of the use of Jews in labour service will be 
tound under Foreign News in this issue). 

Mr. Pell returned to London on Monday and reported on the results 
of his trip to Sir Herbert Emerson, who is Director of the Intergovern- 
mental Committee and League High Commissioner for Refugees. Mr. 
Pell is also reporting to Lord Winterton, Chairman of the Committee. 


MR. PELL’S BERLIN VISIT 
Nothing Achieved 


{From our Diplomatic Correspondent} 


As might well have been anticipated, the latest visit to Berlin of the 
Vice-Director of the Intergovernmental Committee on refugees, Mr. 
Robert Pell, has yielded—just nothing. 

_In the present circumstances, when the United States shares with 
Great Britain the bulk of Nazi hate, the results of Mr. Pell’s talks 
with German officials could not have been otherwise, as the former 
desire for conciliating American and British opinion has now com- 
pletely vanished. Nor is it altogether surprising that these officials 
should have failed to be impressed by the memorandum handed them 
by Mr. Pell on behalf of the Committee, showing the outlets actually 
available for Jewish emigrants from Central Europe, and those which 
it is hoped to establish shortly, as in British Guiana and the Dominican 
Republic. 

Apparently no concrete steps have yet been taken by the German 
Government to provide a fund for equipping the emigrants with 
colonial outfits, and the Supplementary International Fund remains 
consequently in abeyance. 

Meanwhile, the Intergovernmental Committee is threatened with 
fresh appeals from the Jewish Communities in Albania, Danzig, and 


other areas the control of which has been or is being taken over by 
Germany or Italy, 


MANCHUKUO’S BAN 


No more Jewish refugees are to be admitted to Manchukuo. Japan 
at first, permitted the entry of Jewish refugees who were specialists in 
their own professions. Now, however, even such specialists are not 
admitted. Fifteen highly qualified refugees have been waiting for 
permission to enter Manchukuo for nearly a month, but so far without 
success,

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FATE OF MEMEL'S JEWS 
Homeless Lithuanians 


The position of the Jewish refugees from Germany. Austria, and 
C zecho-Slovakia who were formerly resident in the Memel district 
is reported to be desperate as a result of a decision of the Lithuanian 
Minister of the Interior that their residential permits are not to be 
prolonged. Efforts by Jewish organisations to obtain visas for them 
tor other countries have so far failed) On Tuesday, the Lithuanian 
authorities informed these refugees that they must leave the countrs 
within fourteen days. 

It is considered likely that a new category of stateless persons may 
be created for Jewish residents in the Memel districtewho had opted for 
Lithuanian citizenship after Lithuania had annexed the Meme! district. 
Their Lithuanian passports issued by the former Governor of the 
Memel district are no longer recognised abroad. and the Latvian 
authorities have refused to permit them to cross the Latvian frontier. 
although Lithuanian subjects are admitted to Latvia without visas. 

It is believed that such persons will be allowed to Stay temporarils 
in small provincial towns without being permitte . 
employment. Like German refugees, they will not

A MINISTER FOR REFUGEES 


Interview With Rabbi Dr. Nussbaum 
SPIRITUAL PROBLEMS OF THE HOMELESS 


Rabbi Dr. Nussbaum, who was invited by the Chief Rabbi to preach 
at one of the special services in London for refugees and whose first 
sermon in the Golders Green Synagogue last Friday made a profound 
impression, is one of the _ best-known. 
Rabbis of the younger generation in 
Germany. He ts still at the moment 
attached to the Berlin Community. In 
an interview with a JeWwiIsH CHRONICLE 
representative, he began by giving some 
particulars of his career. 

“ | was a student at the Breslau Seminary.” 
he explained. “which follows the Jewish 
religious principles of Zacharias Frankl. 
principles which may be described as lving “2. 
between those of the Orthodox school of ' 
Hildesheimer and those of the Liberals. 1 | 
received my Hatoreth Haroa at the hands of 
Rabbis Michael Guttmann, Israel Rabin, 
and Isaac Heinemann.” 

Speaking of the objects of the United 
Synagogues special services for refugees. 
Rabbi Nussbaum said: “Two purposes have 
to be served: first. to provide for refugees 
in London a homely atmosphere in which the prevalent feeling of loneliness 
may be dispelled. And. second!\, to bring them gradually into the field of 
the United Synagogue. For these. objects, such services as have. been 
successtully held would seem to offer the best means. The German 
Speaking Jews hear at these services settings Which are well known to them 
and a sermon in a language they, understand. | would stress. however. that 
we do not anticipate having to provide German sermons for more than a 
year. Gradually the refugees will learn English and will accustom them- 
selves to English-Jewish life 

“ There ts one point about which a good deal of misunderstanding seems 
to exist. There ts a bie diflerence between what \ou call Liberal Judaism m 
England and Liberal Judaism in Germany. In Germany. the Community 
which has gone in for extreme reforms ts known as Reform. while the 
Liberal. Judaism of Germany corresponds closely to the practice of the 
United Synagogue constituents in London fhe noticeable difference is 
that some of the German Liberal Synagogues have organs 

“ Besides preaching and the conducting of services tor refugees there 
are Very important social problems which must be tackled. The. refugees 
are in real need of a Spiritual. adviser who knows their background, to 
whom they can go at all times, and who can bring spiritual comfort and 
counsel to them in their mdividual problems. ‘Then there 1s the education 
question. Hundreds of our retugee children are living in non-Jewish 
houses, or take part in the non-Jewish religion lessons in their schools 
They. have no Jewish religious training. and in many cases special religion 
claased are needed for them. In this connection the Barmitzvah courses, 
which have proved so successful in Germany. would prove especially useful 
as would also youth services, Ongei Shabbat. and work along the fines ot 
the youth associations.” | 

Speaking of his Zionist activities, Rabbi Nussbaum said that his work to 
this respect was largely of a cultural nature, including lectures delivered 
at the Chaim Nachman Bialik School in ‘Berlin. Apart from this, he has 
travelled all over Germany on general Zionist propaganda or for special 
appeals for the Zionist tunds. | 

Rabbi Nussbaum has already a fairly good Knowledge of English. “lo 
preach in a foreign language, however.” he pointed oul, “requires a 
complete mastery. 1 am hard at work studying English, and I hope in 
about a vear’s time to be capable of preaching an English sermon.

DAY NURSERIES CLOTHING GUILD 
Helping Children and’ Refugees 


That psychology was too complicated a science for the lay mind was the 
Opinion given by Dr. Willam Moodie. F.R.C.P.. when he addressed the 
annual meeting of the Day Nurseries Clothing Guild held on Tuesday at 
the hoase of the President of the Guild, Mrs. J. Cofman-Nicoresti, and at 
which she presided. He added that much helpful common sense and 
understanding could be applied to the needs of the child. and emphasised 
the importance of day nurseries where the child found emotional security, 
affection, and occupation suited to his capacity and years. Children needed 
to learn to work, said Dr. Moody, and it must not be imagined that play, 
which was a necessary outlet for the child. could ever take the place of 
real application under the disciphned authority which in ideal circumstances 
was found in the parent-child situation. Unfortunately to-day, many of 
the parents were unable themselves to provide their children with that 
emotional security which they themselves did not possess. Hence the need 
for an increas¢éd number of day nurseries which the Guild they supported 
helped to establish and maintain. 

Mrs. J. Cofman-Nicoresti presented the annual report and said that the 
Guild which had been in existence twenty-one years had dressed and 
redressed at regular intervals 315 day nurseries. they began with an annual 
output of 298 garments, and had tn the past year produced 2.942 garments 
Lintil this vear, they had carried out their work at the house of Mrs. 
Abelson. who had generously placed a room of her house at their disposal. . 
Now. however. their increasing activities had forced them to take a room 
in Broadhurst Gardens where thew cutting out, storing, and general work 
would in future be undertaken, The Guild had voluntary workers. said Mrs. 
Cofman-Nicoresti, all over London, and in many parts of the British Isles. 
To celebrate their twenty-first anniversary, a birthday gift of 300 handmade 
vests had been distributed to day nurseries in the distressed areas, 

Mrs. Model. proposing the re-election of the Hon. Officers and ¢ ommittee, 
pointed out that refugees from Germany and Austria were now permitted 
to train as nursery nurses at the day nurseries, and that there was a 
considerable demand for such training by girls coming into this country. 
The work of the Guild, therefore, which made possible a greater number 
of day nurseries, was a direct help for the refugees themselves.

ART NOTES 


THREE DIVERSE ARTISTS 
Marcoussis, Miro, and Laura Knight 


There are so many different kinds of painting that it is very difficult 
to have the same standards for all. Of the works of Joan Miro, Dame 
Laura Knight, and Louis Marcoussis, the only resemblance I can find 
between them is the fact that each uses some instrument (1 am not 


certain whether it is a brush in Miro’s case) to put colour on a flat 


surface. 

A painter (apart from a house-painter) is a person who not only puts 
paint on a canvas or panel but who creates a design in terms of paint. 
Paint as a medium can be used well, as El Greco used it, or badly, as 
Alma Tadema used it; thickly, like Viaminck, or thinly, like Cezanne: 
but however it is used, it is the building up of a design or pattern, the 
relationship between one patch of colour and another, that makes the 
picture a painting. Form ts certainly essential, but form seen in colour. 

Of the artists mentioned above, Marcoussis alone, to my mind, is a 
painter, He joined the artist movement soon after Picasso and Braque 
had started it, but unlike them he has remained a cubist. His exhibition 
at the London Gallery is his first in London, though he is well known 
on the Continent and has works in museums in America and France. 
He is a fine etcher and has illustrated many books. 

The construction of his compositions is always satisfying. Nothing 
is haphazard, everything considered and balanced. He has a very 
rich and personal colour sense, his use of reds is particularly interesting, 
and his pictures often have that jewel-like glow of the stained-glass 
window. 

Joan Miro, also exhibiting at the London Gallery, though an amusing 
and delightful artist, is, however, no painter. He is a draughtsman who 
sometimes uses colour. . He has a strange precision of mind, a freakish 
gaiety, a certain quality of line that pleases. He is a designer of 

excellent jokes, and valuable as such. 

Of Laura Knight, at the Leicester Galleries, I find it more difficult 
to write. Her work is well known and immensely popular. Her 
pictures are recognisable representations of scenes, people, animals, 
and landscapes. But although they are in colour, the greater proportion 
of them are not conceived as colour harmonies. Some even, like 
“Gaudy Beggars ” and “ George Bernard Shaw, Esq.,” are of an absurd 
poorness and vulgarity. But there are others that are lovely: “ Witley 
Camp,” ..“ Great War,” “A Gypsy,” “A Gypsy Granny,” and “On 
the Hill top "each one in its way is a first-class piece of work. “ The 
Golden Girl” is, to my mind, the best thing in the exhibition. The 
technique is remarkable, the blending of light and shade, the modelling, 
and the glowing, though subdued, colouring all make this a very lovely 
picture, |

NAZIS IN BRITAIN 


Government’s Careful Watch 


Mr. W. J. Tuorne (Lab., Plaistow) asked the Home Secretary 
whether he had received from the Metropolitan Police any information 
in connection with the activities of the Nazi organisation at the Brown 
House, Wilton Road, Victoria; whether these German subjects had 
now transferred to the former Austrian Legation in Belgrave Square; 
how many cells there were operating in various parts of London; could 
he give any information about the German Labour Front cells 
operating in London; what information he had about the Nazi dealers 
and traders who meet in the West Central district; and what action 
he intended taking abont the matter. Ree 

Sir SAMUEL Hoare (Home Secretary) replied that the suggestion in 
the first part of the question appeared to be due to the fact that a 
German national who had business premises in Wilton Road was 
one of the officials of the Nazi Party organisation in this country; 
but, so far as he was aware, these premises had not been used for 
the purpose of any Nazi activities. It would not be in the public 
interest to disclose all the information in his possession, but constant 
and careful attention was being given to the activities in this country 
of these associations, 

In reply to a further question by Mr. Thorne about a person 
named Johanna Wolff, Sir Samuel said that they Knew all about the 
lady's activities and her organisation, and that careful watch was being 
kept on them. (Later, a document printed in German, and connected 
with Johanna Wolff, in Mr. Thorne’s possession, was passed to the 
Home Secretary.) 

Sir Samuel gave Mr. G. Manper (Lib.. Wolverhampton, E.) an 
assurance that a careful watch would be kept upon what went on at 
the Brown House, and he told Mr. D. G. LoGan (Lab., Liverpool, 
Scotland) that he. was making further inquiries about the Nazi propa- 
ganda carried on by Herr Ernst Lahrmann in Lancashire, and about 
the method of approaching Germans resident in England.

Mr. Mander asked the Home Secretary if he was aware of the official 
support given by the German Government to such pro-Nazi organisa- 
tions as the Anglo-German Fellowship, the Anglo-German Kamerad- 
schaft, the Anglo-German Circle, the Anglo-German Academic Bureau, 
and the subsidised ANGLO-GERMAN Review; and if he would appoint a 
committee of inquiry to investigate their activities in view of the present 
international tension. 7 

The Home Secretary said that while there was no desire to interfere 
with organisations whose genuine object was to promote better unde;- 
standing between British subjects and the German people, he was fully 
aware that in present circumstances there was a risk that organisations 
formed ostensibly for this object might be used for other purposes. 
For this reason careful attention was being given to the activities of 
such organisations. He did not think that the appointment of a 
committee of inquiry would be appropriate or would add to the 
information in his possession. 

Mr. Mander: Would it not be true to say that the main object of all 
these societies was pro-Nazi propaganda and anti-Semitism? 

Sir Samuel replied that he could not answer so general a question. 
He thought a distinction should be drawn between some of the societies 
and others. 

Sir A. POWNALL (Con., Lewisham, E.) denied Mr. Mander’s state- 
ment that the German Government gave official support to the Anglo- 
German Fellowship, the executive of which, he said, included several 
M.P.s. 

Mr. Mander: Before putting down this question I was fully satisfied 
of all the statements contained in it with regard to the support given by 
Germany to all these organisations. 


ORDER IN PALESTINE 


In reply to questions by Mr. T. Witttams (Lab., Don Valley) and 
Mr. Mander, Mr. MatcotM MacDonacp (Colonial Secretary) said that 
further progress had been made during the past month towards the 
restoration of order in Palestine. As a result of firm and energetic 
action by the troops and police, the large armed bands had been 
broken up. On March 27, one of the chief gang leaders was killed 
by the troops, and on April 12 another leader, who had taken refuge 
across the Syrian border, surrendered to the French authorities. Con- 
siderable quantities of arms, ammunition, and explosives had been 
seized or surrendered. Isolated acts of terrorism and sabotage 
continued, however. 


THE DISCUSSIONS IN CAIRO 


Mr. MacDonald said, in reply to Mr. Williams, that the discussions 
on Palestine which took place recently in Egypt were not a continuation 
of the London Conference. They were merely informal talks designed 
to elucidate certain points which some of the neighbouring Arab States 
had raised regarding the intentions of the British Government. Similar 
conversations had not taken place with Jewish delegates to the London 
Conference because the Arabs had taken the initiative in raising those 
points. It was open to the representatives of the Jewish Agency to do 
the same thing. 

Replying to Mr. J. Maxton (1.L.P., Bridgeton), who asked for 
information about the nature of the points the Arabs had raised, Mr. 
MacDonald said that he thought it would be undesirable to give any 
information. He also told Mr. Mander that contacts had taken place 


between the Egyptian Prime Minister and Dr. Weizmann in Cairo, but 


he was not aware of the nature of the discussions, which were not part 


of any discussions that were taking place with representatives of the 
British Government. 7 
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Points from Letters 


* MOVE ON, PLEASE!” 


I am not acquainted with the conditions at the Lauderdale Road 
Synagogue referred to by Dr. A. Lewis last week. But I can speak with 
some knowledge of what goes on at the ancient “Snoga”™ in Bevis 
Marks. The point I would like to raise is not so much the cold 
“welcome” that one gets there but the more important question as 
to why people, young or old, don’t go, or won't go, to that Synagogue. 
At the Great Synagogue in “Duke's Place.” on the intermediate Sabbath 
of Passover and the last two days of the Festival, there were over a 
thousand worshippers at every morning and evening service (six services 
in all). The gates of the Synagogue had to be closed on every occasion. 
With the exception of the last day of Passover, when a few went over 
to Bevis Marks (but left before the service finished), the majority of 
those outside the Great Synagogue, who were clamouring each time 
to get in, did not go to Bevis Marks, which is only a stone’s throw 
away, though there was plenty of room‘at that Synagogue. Why? 
Because these would-be worshippers knew that they would not receive 
the same welcome as at the “Great.” In “ Duke's Place” Shool, 
visitors sit where they like, often occupying the best seats in the front 
rows (it is not unusual to see the Rothschild seats occupied by the 
visitors), and are given prayer books, tallisim, and Chumoshim, often 
to the exclusion of members. But the members don't object. They, 
like the ofhicers of the Synagogue, welcome visitors. If the authorities 
at Bevis Marks want worshippers, they must welcome them, no matter 
from what stock they come.-——* Back-BENCHER.”’ 


On the same day that I read of the indignities to which strangers 
worshipping at the Lauderdale Road Synagogue are subjected, | hap- 
pened to be perusing “ E! Libro de los Acuderdos "—the early records 
of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue of London, edited by Dr.

SOUTH AFRICAN HORIZON 


Clouded Political Future 
NAZISM TIRELESSLY AT WORK 


BY a Correspondent 


The anti-Jewish Aliens Bill, which was introduced into the South 
African House of Assembly, has been pcstponed for six 
months. The following article gives a glimpse of the political 
situation in the Union and its bearing upon the Jewish people 
in Scuth Africa. 

The population proportions in the Union are roughly as fellows : 
Non-Europeans (the vast majority being natives) 8,000,000 ; 
Europeans, 2,000,000. Of the latter the Jewish popu'a:ion 
amounts to about 100,000. 


WHEN the results of the General Election, held in the Union of South 
Africa on May 18, 1938, became known, the Jewish Community not 
unnaturally heaved a sigh of relief.. The Government Party had been 
returned with an overwhelming majority; the anti-Jewish propaganda 
of the Malanites had failed to produce a political landslide; for the time 
being the anti-Semitic peril had been averted. 

it was a commonplace of Jewish conversation for the remark to 
be made: “ Well, we're safe for the next five years,” Not one in 
a thousand, of course, of the wiseacres who gave expression to this 
Sagacious prognostication really believed that it was only for that 
period that Jews might expect to dwell in security in the land of the 
Voortrekkers. It was just a manner of speech, which in reality meant: 
Well, now we can resume normal life; the immediate horizons are 
clear. And beyond?——Beyond Jass Gott sorgen; the Jew is a 
baal bitachon, a man of faith, an optimist. It is not good for him 
to speculate overmuch. And so we returned to normality. . . 

It is true there was some talk of the development of a long-range 
policy to combat anti-Semitism. In partial fulfilment of this plan, 
societies of Jews and Christians burgeoned forth in some of the bigger 
centres in the Union. But the vast majority of the numerous schemes 
that were born in the hour of crisis suffered from inanition and died 

~ in infancy. Jewry returned to routine life. Altogether it was clear 
that the anti-Semitic clouds had largely dispersed from South African 


selves; the tempo of communal life was improving daily. 3 

The more thoughtful members of the Community experienced some- 
thing of a shock when not very long after the Election, the Flag and 
Anthem issue nearly split the United Party from head to foot; a 
Cabinet Minister threatened to resign, back-benchers were in revolt. 
Evidently the United Party was not nearly as united as it professed 
to be. Anxiously it began to be asked: “ Was this bulwark against 
anti-Semitism and Malanism so frail that, like Jonah’s gourd, it could 
be destroyed overnight?” Jewish misgivings returned. 

But the skies cleared quickly. The breach within the United Party 
was healed with the best “ political mortar.” The fissures were not 
perhaps perfectly filled; but the whitewash provided an excellent 
outward front of solidarity. 


THE NOT-SC-PURIFIED NATIONALISTS 


Again the Jewish Community breathed freely, but, alas, not for long. 
The Voortrekker Celebrations, marking the centenary of the Great 
Trek north by the Afrikaner Pioneers, brought fresh tension. The 
“ Purified Nationalists * (Dr. Malan’s Party), like the true opportunists 
that they are; did not fail to “cash in” on the intensified National 
spirit aroused by the occasion. With very rare exceptions, Jews were 
excluded from all participation in the ceremonies. Jewish Mayors 
were not allowed to welcome the ox-wagons bearing the celebrants. 
Greetings and sympathetic messages from Jewish bodies were studiously 
ignored by the Nationalist Press, whilst those from other European 
groups were accorded prominence and favourable comment. 
Threatening letters began to be sent to Jews. Sedulously feeling was 
stirred up against the Jewish citizen; and although the English-speaking 
section was also not shown overmuch Christian love at this time, the 
Jewish Community was the principal target. Against this background 
occurred the Johannesburg disturbances, described as the worst riot 
since 1922. Tension was fast developing into a panic. All over the 
country, and especially in the Transvaal, there was a rush to take 
out insurance policies against riot risks. The insurance rates began 
to soar, and, as the zero hour of the Celebrations approached, Jewry 
feared the worst. 

But, thanks to the prompt action of the Government, effective 
measures’ were taken by the police to prevent further clashes. The 
Celebrations passed off peacefully; nerves became steadied; and the 
wiseacres began to weave once again their pretty patterns of com- 
fortable hope. The worst was over, they declared. There was every 
reason for reassurance. The Parliamentary Session had been, from 
the Jewish point of view, a mild one. No outstanding anti-Semitic 
speeches had been delivered. Such anti-Jewish observations as were 
made came chiefly from back-benchers. Clearly the Nationalists were 
commencing to learn their lesson: anti-Semitism was foreign to South 
Africa and did not pay as a political venture. There were also 
European repercussions that tended in the Jewish favour. The latest 
intensification of Nazi persecution and expropriation had served to 

create a revulsion of feeling against so inhuman a regime. Big protest 
_ Meetings against the German tyranny were held in several parts of 


Jewish life; the demands of internal politics were reasserting them- 


the Union, and were attended by thousands of Jews and hundreds 
of Gentiles. Although non-Jewish sympathy might not be very 
demonstrative, it was, nevertheless, felt that with the exception of 
avowed Fascists and the most hard-boiled Nationalists, sympathy 
with the unfortunate refugees was universal. It was even reported 
that a number of Afrikaners, including a prominent Nationalist farmer, 
had made contributions to the Refugee Fund. The South African 
Jewish barometer, averred the optimists, was now set for fair 
weather.” But from the blue sky came a bolt—Eric H. Louw’s Aliens 
(Amendment) and Immigration Bill! The Bill marks a new departure 
in the growth of anti-Semitism in South Africa. The Nationalists 
have now come out into the open. The last pretence of decency has 
been jettisoned. The Bill is undisguisedly a child of Nazi ideology. 
Even if it was not actually conceived in Nuremberg, it is a worthy 
offspring of Streicher’s doctrines. The sheer brazenness of the proposed 
measure, combined with its utter heartlessness in face of the intensifica- 
tion of Jewish suffering in Central Europe, is perhaps its most 
significant feature; but its salient aspects are, nevertheless, worth 
noting. 

It «ggmatises the Jew as unassimilable; it seeks to stop completely 
the further settlement of Jews in the Union; it endeavours to facilitate 
economic discrimination on racial grounds. In a word, it represents 
an attempt to introduce Nazi theories into the South African Statute 
Book, and to victimise the Jew for no better reason than the wrong 
choice of parentage. 


AS « WHITE NIGGERS”’ 


A little while ago the Greyshirt Party was dissolved as a political 
body, although it reserved the right to continue its nefarious activities 
on non-party lines. Weichardt, the Greyshirt leader, joined the 
Nationalist Party, and exhorted his followers to do likewise. The 
Nationalists acknowledged this graceful compliment by expressing 
publicly the South African indebtedness. to the Greyshirt movement 
for having exposed the “ Jewish menace.” At the same time, the un- 
official boycott of Jewish business by the Nationalist followers, which 
has been in existence for some time, has received fresh impetus from 
the proposed creation of the Afrikaner Economic Front. Several 
Nationalist M.P.s have arranged to visit the Reich, no doubt with 
the object of studying Nazi methods. These and similar “ signs of 
the times’ may be regarded as bearing their first fruit in Eric Louw’s 
Bill. The Jew is being turned into a “ white nigger,” useful as a 
scapegoat, excellent for political leverage, and convenient for economic 
expropriation, But it is only the thin end of the wedge; there ts 
more to come, as the recent abuse of the Jews indulged in by the 
Nationalist candidate in. the Pretoria by-election amply proved. 

The reactions of the Jewish Community to these ever-increasing anti- 
Jewish manifestations are varied and deserve analysis. Without doubt, 
South African Jewry ts perturbed, but the anxiety expresses itself in 
different forms according to temperament. The majority are depressed, 
particularly those living in rural areas. Young people speak of the 
iniquity of bringing new Jewish lives into the world. Jewish suffering, 
they insist, must be liquidated by the cessation of further propagation 
of the race. A greater business cautiousness is discernible in certain 
Jewish business circles; less money is being invested; the future is 
regarded with foreboding. | 

Others again, who are probably no less perturbed subconsciously, 
have developed a complex of comfort. With an ingenious casuistry 
that would_be amusing in other circumstances, they explain away the 
successive manifestations of Judophobia and find hope in the midst of 
the most adverse happenings. Louw’s Bill, they declared, would have 
short shrift. It was bound to disgust all but the most rabid Jew- 
baiters. The rebound would be in our favour. In any case, it was 
only a private Member's measure, and that of an Opposition Member 
to boot. It would most certainly be killed on the day that it was 
introduced in Parliament. So the arguments were zealously plied, 
till one was prepared to give the prophecies credence, if only the 
facts did not cruelly shatter them. In the end. the prognostication with 
regard to the Bill was largely falsified. So far from being killed on 
the first day of its appearance, it has already been debated twice and 
may well receive further attention. Eric Louw's speech in introducing 
it was devilishly cunning. The points were cleverly argued, ard every 
feasible aspersion, even though remotely related to the subject matter 
of the Bill, was levelled at the Jew, his religion, his com- 
munal organisations, and even his Talmud. The charges were 
" proven” with the help of quotations from Jewish authorities, which 
included Dr. Hertz’s “Book of Jewish Thoughts.” The speech 
impressed the House. Presentation, it appears, is everything, even 
if the actual arguments are seen to be on closer scrutiny nothing but 


: ae of misstatements, half-truths, distortions, and preposterous 
ibels, 


DANGERS OF MISREPRESENTATION 


But neither the Bill nor the notorious Pretoria by-election, which 
was fought entirely on the Jewish issue, disheartened the optimists. 
From one aspect these comforters of Israel serve a useful purpose; 
they help to provide a sedative for communal jitters. But their 
attitude carries with it the seed of a great danger. To lull the Com- 
munity into a false state of security may be no less subversive of the 
best interests of South African Jewry than the attitude adopted by some 
Jewish pundits recently when they deliberately set out to frighten 
the Community in order to secure more generous contributions to 
certain funds, Misrepresentation in either direction must bear unhappy 
consequences, | 


Attack inevitably creates the desire for retaliation. In certain 


quarters, notably among the younger elements in the Community, there 
iS an inereasing desire for action, They long to hit back or at least

Nazis Celebrate Hitler’s Birthday 
5,000 JEWS IN DANGER 


The storm clouds of Europe gathered over Danzig this week, with 
the news that Hitler's birthday might mark the incorporation of the 
city in the Reich. Throughout the week there were reports of Nazi 
police concentrations in the neighbourhood. | 

There are at present in Danzig some 5,000 Jews (as compared with 
10,500 in 1937). A party of 500 was deported in March, being sent 
by train to Constanza, in Rumania, and then shipped to an unknown 
destination. Sin¢e then, nothing has been heard of them. The remain- 
ing Jews have also been threatened with deportation, but there is a 
possibility that they will be kept back by the Nazis as a reservoir 
of conscript labour. They are already subject to the full force of 
the Nuremberg laws, despite official League of Nations “ protection ”; 
but declared Nazi rule will expose them to arrest or physical destruc- 
tion. So far, their businesses have been ruined, their possessions 
liquidated, and their employment taken away. Even their communal 
institutions have been destroyed. 

On Saturday, the last religious service was celebrated in the Great 
Synagogue, founded in 1883, which passed into Nazi hands on Sunday, 
together with its adjoining gardens and other property. It is thought 
that it is to become a Nazi Club. The Jewish Community was forced 
to sell out to the Nazis in order to finance the Jewish expulsion. 
Only the sixty Scrolls of the Law were saved, and they are to be sent 
to the U.S.A. for distribution among various Jewish Communities. 
The historic Museum of the Synagogue is also to go to America. Other 
Danzig Synagogues are also to be destroyed. 

On Monday, a decree was published by the Danzig Government 
prescribing that all persons domiciled in the Free City who have foreign 
securities, foreign currency, or gold at local banks, firms, or banks 
abroad, or in their possession, are immediately to offer the securities 
to the Bank of Danzig for sale and to receive the proceeds in local 
currency; and to surrender foreign currencies, gold coin, or gold in 
the form of metal for account to the Bank of Danzig for conversion 
into local currency. The penalties for infringement of the order are 
a 100,000 guiden (£4,000) fine and imprisonment or hard labour. Thus 
Jews and others are to be subjected to the final turn of the screw. 


POLAND WELCOMES JEWISH AID 
Workers Condemn Anti-Semitism 


Several leaders of the Polish Trades Union Movement addressed the 
opening session of the Seventh Congress of Jewish Trade Unions 
held in Warsaw last week, and emphasised the common destiny of the 
Jewish and Polish populations. Anti-Semitic agitation in Poland, they 
declared, was merely a diversion staged by the enemies of the country. 

A delegation representing the Federation of Polish Jews. in America 
last week had a conference in New York with the Polish Ambassador, 
‘Count Potocki, to whom they submitted a declaration expressing their 
readiness to aid Poland in any emergency threatening its independence. 
The declaration urged that Jewish emigration from Poland should be 
treated as part of the entire Polish emigration problem. Count Potockt 
expressed his gratitude for the offer to aid Poland, and said he agreed 
with the Federation's point of view regarding emigration. 

General Szikorski, one of Poland's war heroes, has published an 
article in the KuryeR WARSZAWSKI in which he blames Nazi racial 
theories for Germany's aggressive tactics. These theories, he says, 
have provided the Nazis with a justification to commit all sorts ol 
crimes, and to disregard all moral obligations and promises in the name 
of the “ German race.” 

A Committee to raise funds for the Polish Air Defence Loan has 
been formed by the Polish-Jewish deportees from Germany who are 
now in the Zbonszyn camp. 

Jewish support for the Air Defence Loan has been welcomed 
by the authorities and the public. Only the extreme anti-Semitic organ 
of the Naras (National Radicals), the A.B.C., continues to assert that 
Poland does not need the help of the Jews in maintaining its integrity. 


A United Democratic Party has been founded in Warsaw, with Senator 
Professor Michalowicz as Chairman and leading Polish Democrats as 
members of the Executive. The Party's formation will be followed with 
a wide campaign for democracy and also against race-hatred and ant- 
Semitism. Jews will be freely admitted as members, and complete toleration 
for the minorities is to be a fundamental principle of the new Party 
programme. 

The Administrative Committee of the Polish B'nai B'rith, which was 
recently dissolved by the authorities, has filed an appeal with the Supreme 
Court against the dissolution order. The appeal points out that the Bnat 
B'rith was not a Masonic institution but a benevolent association. 


MAKING MEMEL ‘“ JUDENREIN ” 


Last Jews Told to Go 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that all Jews in Memel have 
been summarily ordered to leave. Jews disobeying the order are to 
be heavily fined. 

Forty Jewish families who remained in Memel after the occupation, 
last Friday tried to obtain permission to enter Lithuania. Their efforts, 
however, have so far been in vain. | 

The order states that Jews must leave because Memel is now a 
fortress and no “non-Aryans” are to be tolerated. They are not 
allowed to take out with them any money or property. 


GHETTO BENCHES IN PRAGUE 


Slovakian Guards Terrorise Jews 


FRUITS OF NAZI * CULTURE” 


With the Nazis in full control, Czecho-Slovakia is being rapidly 
forced to adopt all the anti-Jewish restrictions prevailing in Germany. 

It is reported that ghetto benches are to be introduced for Jewish 
children in all elementary and secondary schools in Prague shortly, 
and that the Jews will be prohibited from using open-air baths, 

In Pilsen, yellow benches for Jews have been installed in the 
municipal parks. The local authorities have closed thirty-three offices 
of Jewish lawyers, and refuse help to impoverished Jews, 

A new decree prohibits Jews from becoming members of the 
“ National Front,” the totalitarian Party headed by Dr. Hacha, 
President of the Protectorate. 

The Association of Czech Hotel Owners is considering the question 
of barring “ non-Aryans” from all non-Jewish hotels. This step is to 
be taken not only in Prague but throughout the Protectorate. The 
Prague Municipality has decided unanimously to transfer all its 
contracts from Jewish firms to German firms. 

The Jewish Community in Brno has been ordered to rebuild, at its 
own expense, the Synagogue burnt after the German occupation, and 
also to clean the windows of the Jewish shops which had been defaced 
by anti-Semitic slogans. 

In order to create a suitable background for their drive, the Jew- 
baiters have been distributing huge quantities of anti-Semitic literature. 

In Slovakia, the Minister of Propaganda, Dr. Mach, has stated 
that the local Jewish question would be solved in accordance with the 
German model. Referring to the Nuremberg laws, Dr. Mach said that 
the Slovaks were happy to be able to solve the Jewish problem in 
accordance with the German example. As a beginning, the publication 
of Jewish newspapers has been prohibited, and Jews may no longer 


“own restaurants and public houses. Jewish lawyers have been for- 


bidden to take the oath of loyalty to the State which all lawyers are 
expected to take. 

During the recent anti-Jewish disorders in Slovakia, the Synagogue 
in the town of Kaesmark was partially destroyed and many Jewish 
shops demolished. Following attacks by Hlinka Guards and Nazis in 
Michalowce and Poprad, Jews have left these towns, and are now said 
to be wandering in the Tatra mountains, 


Vatican Appeals to Nazi Overlords 


The organ of the Vatican, the Osservatorr ROMANO, has. published 
an appeal to the new rulers 6f Bohemia and Moravia urging them 
to treat the Catholic Church and subjects of other creeds and 
races in a humane spirit in accordance with Christian principles. The’ 
local Catholic clergy had received instructions, it declared, to alleviate 
the sufferings of persons belonging to other creeds; and in Slovakia, 
the Vatican was watching developments tn connection with the proposed 
enactment of racial laws. 


Frau Hanna Steiner, formeriy President of the Women’s International 
Zionist Organisation in Czecho-Slovakia, has been released by the Gestapo, 
after—-so the Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports —bail ot 500,000 Czech 
crowns had been paid. 

All the B'nai Brith Lodges in Bohemia. and Moravia have been closed. 
A number of their leaders are under arrest, and their property has been 
confiscated. 

To a telegram of sympathy which the Executive Committee of the World 
Jewish Congress sent to President Benes, the former President of Czecho- 
Slovakia replied: “ Sincere thanks. Our hope in freedom remains unshaken. 
Benes.” 

The suicide epidemic among the Jews in Prague has somewhat abated, 
but in the provincial towns it is still spreading. The police are stated to 
have ordered the Jews not to arrange funerals during the day-time, but to 
conduct them “ very quietly” at night. 


ALBANIA: THE JEWS WERE TO BLAME! 
King Zog Their ‘* Agent” 


The Recime Fascrsta, the organ of the Jew-baiting Fascist Minister 
Farinacci, has suddenly discovered that the Jews are responsible for 
Albania's plight. King Zog, it declares, acted as an agent of the Jews, 
who arranged an intrigue in Albania against Italy in order to provoke 
a world war. See 

Other papers followed up by denouncing the Jews as the instigators 
of world condemnation of the Italian invasion, 

As a result of the Press campaign, Fascist youths and students in 
Rome and in Milan, when celebrating the conquest of Albania, shouted 
anti-Jewish slogans in the streets. In Milan, a number of Jewish 
pedestrians were attacked. 


A number of Jewish refugees from Albania, who are Yugoslav and 
Greek citizens, have arrived in Yugoslavia. The Greek Jewish refugees 
are proceeding to Greece. The refugees state that their businesses 
were destroyed or ruined by the Italian invaders during the fighting, and 
that they preferred to leave Albania for fear that Mussolini would 
introduce the Jew-laws in force in Italy.

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ALIENS TO DEFEND FRANCE 


Government’s New Policy 


By a new decree, all Stateless or refugee male foreigners living in 
France and aged between twenty and forty-eight will be liable to make 
a contribution to the national resources. The contribution may take 
the form of labour as well as money. Any male foreigner between the 
ages of eighteen and forty may enlist in the army. 

In order to establish clearly control over the various Nazi and Fascist 
associations in France, it is decreed that no association of foreigners 
may be founded without official authorisation. Associations will be 
regarded as foreign if their headquarters are abroad, or if, though their 
headquarters be in France, they are directed by foreigners, or if their 
foreign membership is a quarter or more of the whole. 

M. Pierre Dominique, Editor of La Repusiique, calculates that the 
alien population can provide no fewer than half a million soldiers. 
M. Domingue is a staunch advocate of a liberal immigration policy 
calculated to make up for France's deficient man-power. 

The consciousness of the eventual utility of the great mass. of 
immigrants is beginning to dawn upon the public, although anti-alien 
feeling. fostered by years of propaganda, is still strong. In the mean- 
time, many opportunities have been missed. In a recent article, Senator 
Violette, a former Cabinet Minister, dealt at some length with the 
problem of French depopulation and strongly deprecated the xeno- 
phobia of the French administration. Alien scientists, merchants, 
sndustrialists. and technicians who could be of the greatest use to 
France were, he complained, compelled to seek their chance elsewhere. 
So it happened that the Jewish fur trade, which had transferreu its 
centre from Leipzig to Paris, was compelled to move on to London: 
and France thus lost an annual turnover of a milliard francs. Ht was, 
he claimed, high time that France adopted an alien policy not inspired 
by racial considerations. 


Aeroplane Squadron as Giff 


A new inter-denominational committee, styled “Aliens in France to 
their Second Homeland.” has been formed with the object of demon- 
strating the attachment of the immigrant population to France and to 
organise it for national defence of France in case of a workd conflict. 
One of the immediate tasks will be to present to France a squadron 
of aeroplanes. The committee has as its Hon. President the Radical- 
Socialist Deputy M. Lucien Bossoutrot, Chairman of the Air Committee 
of the French Chamber. Its Executive is headed by M. Raffalovitch, 
Officer of the Legion of Honour. 

Thousands of alien volunteers have presented themselves during the 
past few days, They include members of all nationalities, and many 
are refugees from Germany, Austria. and Czecho-Slovakia. Some are 
military experts, aviators, and so on. 


RUMANTA’S SECOND THOUGHTS 
Jews as Bulwark of Defence 


[From a Correspondent) 


Reports have been received which show the keen anxiety of the 
Rumianian authorities to make as much use as they can of all available 
Jewish man-power in case of emergency. 

An example of this is afforded by the story which is told of the last 
wish which the late Prime Minister, Patriarch Miron Christea, made 
to King Carol when, as a sick man, he was about to leave for the 
French Riviera. The Prime Minister asked the King to order that 
all Jews should be expelled from the army. The King refused to accede 
to the Prime Minister's request, but promised that he would refer the 
matter to the army chiefs. In consequence, a circular was widely dis- 
tributed to army officers, asking them to express their views on -the 
subject. The replies which were received stated emphatically that 
the suggestion would not be welcomed. It was pointed out that, in the 
event of war against Germany, the Jews of Rumania would provide 
reliable fighting material in the army. The Jews were anti-Nazi and 
were good soldiers. On the other hand, other minority elements in 
the army—of which there are considerable numbers —could not be 
regarded as other than unreliable.

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HUNGARIAN UPPER CHAMBER 
APPROVES JEW-LAW 


Legal Robbery ” 


The Hungarian Upper House this week approved in principle the 
second Jewish Bill, which restricts Jewish participation im economic 
and cultural life to 6 per cent. : 

Summing up the Government's attitude, Dr. Ladislaus de Goergey 
said that such a Bill was of the utmost urgency in order to counteract 
Jewish influence and to prevent Jews from other countries from seeking 
to settle in Hungary. 

The Bill was strongly attacked by Dr. Stefan de Bezeredj, who 
described it as legal robbery and said it had been introduced chiefly 
to placate the Right Wing extremists. ee 

Cardinal Seredi, the Hungarian Primate, while giving the Bill some 
support, protested against its injustice in introducing repressive 
measures affecting innocent persons. He also considered that there 
should be protection for baptised Jews, and that distinction should be 
made between Jews who were already Hungarian citizens and those 
who became Hungarian citizens later. 

Count Teleki. the Prime Minister, said the Bill was an historic 
necessity. He considered it a “ painful operation,” but assured the 
House that it would never be accompanied by any abuses. 

The Bill is expected to come into force next week. 


GERMAN-JEWISH SLAVE LABOUR 
Starvation Wages 


The new Nazi policy of conscripiing Jewish labour rather than 
encouraging Jews to emigrate (referred to in a special article on “Jewish 
Slave-Labour in Germany ™ in last week’s JewisH CHRONICLE) Is now 
in full swing. During the past few weeks, according to the 
ISRAELITISCHES WocuHEeNBLATI, of Ziirich, thousands of Jews have been 
ordered to report for work, usually at places far removed from their 
homes. They recvive less pay than the “Aryan” workers, but do 
not suffer so many wage reductions in the form of “ voluntary con- 
tributions.” Their pay is barely enough for food and a roof over their 
heads. Meanwhile, they have to provide for their families. 

These Jews live a slave existence, and all restaurants, cafés, and 
cinemas are closed to them. Should they fall out of work they receive 
no unemployed insurance, but have to rely on Jewish relief funds.

German Jews will be mobilised tor public work, such as digging 
trenches in various parts of the country. | 7 

®A further report says that the military authorities are compiling a 
register of all Jews of military age. Such Jews will not be allowed to 
leave Germany until the international situation ts clarified. It is also 
planned to mobilise, in the near future, 10.000 Jews of military age as 
army tailors, bootmakers, and carpenters. 


ROBBING CHURCH AND SYNAGOGUE 
German Christians Denounce Persecutors 


Herr Kerri, the Reich Church Minister, has given the State Church 
power to remove from their positions any pastors and church officials 
who do not subscribe to a statement of principle approved by the 
authorities, and declaring that “every supra-national or international 
Churchdom of a Roman Catholic or world-Protestant stamp is a 
political debasement of Christianity. The Christian faith is the 
unbridgable religious opposition to Jewry.” 

Meanwhile, the true feelings of German Christians have been 
expressed in a joint circular issued by the Catholics and Protestants of 
the Ruhr and Rhineland. It states: “ Hitler claims, contrary to the 
truth, that in Germany there has been no interference with the practice 
of Christian religion, and that no church has been closed in Germany. 
We put the following questions: Does he not remember the closing 
of many Catholic and Protestant churches which are now used by 
Nazi organisations as ‘ cultural institutions’? Was it not on the orders 
of Hitler that the Synagogues were burned? Who ordered the closing 
of the Austrian monasteries and churches? The Fiihrer’s men, acting 
in his name. The civilised world has learned with horror that Hitler 
wishes to increase the sentence passed on Niemoeller because influential 
Protestant circles abroad demanded the liberation of this innocent 
victim from the concentration camp. 

“ Just as he did with the property of the Jews a year ago,” the circular 
continues, “ Hitler has just had the ‘wealth of the church’ valued, 
with the object of appropriating it and using it for rearmament. Fither 
the churches are to perish or become the instruments of Nazi injustice. 
According to Hitler, the priest who listens to the voice of God rather 
than that of Hitler must be crushed as an enemy of the State. German 
Catholics, the hour of destiny is near. All Christendom prays for the 
faithful in Germany who fight and suffer. Our churches will do their 


utmost, and they will conquer. Catholics and Protestants, unite! Ours 
will be the victory.” 


TYPHOID OUTBREAK IN CONCENTRATION CAMP

A quarantine has been set up in the Buchenwald concentration camp, 
where there are a number of Jewish prisoners. No inmates, not even 
those who have their papers ready for emigration, are allowed to leave 
the camp owing to a typhoid epidemic which has broken out. The 
bad sanitary conditions caused the first outbreak. At first, the sick 
prisoners were not isolated, and this led to a rapid spread of the disease.

Only the road from Weimar to Buchen- 
wald was left open.

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S. AFRICAN ALIENS BILL REJECTED 
Setback For the Nationalists 


The consideration of the anti-Jewish Aliens Billl introduced in the 
South African House of Assembly by Mr. Eric Louw (Nationalist) 
has been postponed for six months by 87 votes to 17. This is tanta- 
mount to rejection. The object of the Bill was to bar alien Jews from 
entering the country. 

Asked by a Nationalist member whether he would introduce legisla- 
tion to abolish Shechita in South Africa, Mr. R. StaTaford, Minister 
of the Interior, declared that the main purpose of the Slaughter of 
Animals Act was to provide for the slaughter of bovine animals in a 
humane manner. An exemption certificate to permit the slaughter of 
animals under certain circumstances in accordance with the Jewish or 
Mohammedan rites would be issued only if the local authority within 
whose area the slaughtering was to gg done was satisfied that the 
applicant for such a permit was a proper and fit person to hold the 
permit, and that he was capable of slaughtering animals in-a humane 
manner. An amendment of the law was therefore unnecessary. 


BELGIUM — Included in the new Belgian Cabinet. as Finance Minister, 
is M. Camille Gutt. who was also a member of the last Cabinet.

HOLLAND—tThe tercentenary of the Amsterdam Sefardic Jewish Com- 
nunity was celebrated recently at a special service conducted by Rabbi

Congregations —Beth Jacob (founded in 1596), Neve Shalom (founded in 
1608), and Beth Israel (founded in 1618). 


BRAZIL —The appointment of six Jews to posts in Government scl ols 
is being strongly defended by the Secretary of Education in the Brazilian 
State of Rio Grande do Sul. Rejecting anti-Semitic arguments against the 
appointments, he declared that Brazil had no racial laws and that all 
capable citizens were entitled to hold Government posts. 


EGYPT—Mr. Richard Adler, a leading member of the Czecho-Slovakian 
colony in Cairo and Financial Adviser to the Banque Misr, has been made a 
Commander of the Order of the Nile by the King of Egypt.

PARADOX AND PREJUDICE IN THE U.S.A, 


The Fascist Danger 
[From a Correspondent] 


“There is no question and there can be no doubt that in modern 
America there exists in the people a deep, fierce hatred of Fascism, 
In this country, it is true, there is an awakening to Fascist aggression, 
but in America, although they are far less directly concerned, there 
is no doubt that the hatred is of the fiercest and deepest. In these 
terms. Mr. John Strachey, of the Left Book Club, summed up, ata 
meeting of the Hampstead branch of the Lett Book C€ lub last Friday, 
his impressions gained during his recent four months visit to the 
U.S.A. His subject was “ America and Fascism. _ 

“ Under the Roosevelt Government.” he said, “ America has been through 
an exceedingly progressive spell, during which all the progressive forces 
have been assembled. That. together with the deep democratic tradition 
of America. is one of the deepest factors in the blazing anti-Fasctsm of 
America. That all sounds very encouraging. But it must be qualified, 
Although ninety per cent. of the people are strongly, even violently, against 
Fascism, there is yet a very great danger of Fascism itself. It is perfectly 
possible to introduce a Fascist regime there in time with the reality of 
democracy destroyed . . . all this in the name of anti-Fascism. 

Fascism, he went on, played on all possible divisions; and in America. 
there was plenty of scope for these tactics. Latent anti-Semitism in New 
York and the ten million negroes of the South were two big examples. 
Then there was religious prejudice, a vicious anti-Catholic feeling throughout 
the whole of the Middle West. “In short. the American sttuation presents 
a paradox.. There are the people. sound at heart but tgnorant in prejudice, 
There is always the fear that if the progressive forces do not give the lead, 
the people will be deceived by Fascist demagogues. There are so many 
explosive clements indeed that it only needs such a demagogue to arise.” 


* UNMASK THE NAZIS!” 
Ex-Nazi Leader's Appeal to Germans Abroad 


Dr. Hermann Rauschning. formerly Nazi President of Danzig and author 
of an important book exposing Hitlerist war plans. has tssued an appeal 
to Germans living outside Germany calling for co-operation “to unmask 
the criminal intentions of Nazism and to save the German people. 

“Germans inside the Reich have their mouths shut.” says the appeal, 
* but it is the duty of every German living abroad to dissociate himself from 
the Nazis. Any German who refuses to co-operate in exposing the Nazis 
is a coward and makes himself, by his silence. responsible for the calamity 
tliat. through Nazi leadership. is sure to befall Germans and the Germaa 
people wherever they happen to live.” | 


EMBASSIES OF RECONCILIATION 


In tts report of activity for 1937-38, the Embassies of Reconciliation, 16, 
Victoria Street, S.W.. recall the efforts made by Mr. George Lansbury. M.P., 
to continue his efforts to help maintain world peace. The report refers 
to Mr. Lansbury’s visits to Prague, Warsaw. and Vienna, and quotes a 
telegram sent to Hitler reminding him of his personal pledge made ia 
1937, “ Germany will not fight about Austria or Czecho-slovakia.”

to prepare themselves in such a wey that they may sell their lives dearly 
in the day of crisis. These hot-heads must bear some of the blame for 
the Johannesburg Riot, although the provocation and brutality must 
undoubtedly be charged to the account of the Fascist hooligans. 

To quite another category belong certain Zionist enthusiasts 
are almost totally indifferent to all aspects g 
calmness which it is hard not to admire. the 
an historic process that must find its 
re-creation of the Jewish National Home. They recognise only one 
solution for the anti-Semitic problem—-Herzl's. They consider all 
defence work as a mere palliative which must either fail or can at 
best lead to ephemeral results. They consequently absorb themselves 
entirely in fund-collecting for Eretz Yisrael, and leave it to their 
weaker-minded brethren to look after the Galut. 

Lastly must be mentioned those who are naturally so obtuse that thev 
react to no dangerous emergencies. Stolidly they proceed on their 
way, heeding nothing but the satisfaction of their selfish desires. Thev 
continue to be as ostentatious, as loud, as tight-fisted, and as dubious 
as ever in their social and commercial relations. 

If challenged, they reply, in effect, that if it is true that to-morrow 
we die, it is only right that we should “ live ” to-day. 

Full credit must be given to the Board of Deputies for the invaluable 
work it performs. No sooner does trouble break out than every effort 
is made to deal with it energetically and with determination. But 
nevertheless there remains a fundamental weakness in its organisation 
and in iS approach to the whole problem of anti-Semitism... Its work 
suffers from the lack of scientific method; it is inclined to tinker rather 
than to build constructively. Panicky activism is substituted for 
thoughtful, courageous, and co-ordinated planning. The Board does 
not seem to realise that short-range policies are as futile in stemming 
anti-Semitism as short-range firing would be in preventing air-raids. 

In many respects, South African Jewry could learn a valuable lesson 
from the activities conducted by the Nazis in the Union. The Germans 
have cells everywhere. There is no line of propaganda that they do 
not exploit. 
literature. They know no slackening of effort and no limitation of 
scope. Afrikaners and English people, whites, coloured, and natives, 
are all infiltrated with their poisonous doctrines. Day by day, in the 
most unexpected quarters and by the most startling methods, they are 
alienating sympathy from the Jewish people. 


MANCUVRED INTO DEFENSIVE 


The Jewish Community, on the other hand, tend to slacken off as 
soon as the immediate danger is passed. Their choice of methods is 
restricted and wanting in imagination. Mostly they &re on the defen- 
sive, allowing themselves to be mancuvred into the position of the 
man in the dock seeking to deny unwarranted allegations. Jewish 
defence work is chiefly of a negetive character: positive counter- 
propaganda is almost entirely neglected. It is a sad fact that some ol 
the best brains in the Community have not yet been enlisted in the 
service of their people. | 

But whatever defects there may exist in respect of: achievements, 
they are amply counterbalanced by floods of brilliant oratory! 

Two specific examples of failure to come to grips with certain aspects 
of the local anti-Semitic problem deserve special consideration. 
Economic ambition—call it greed if you like—-is an important motive 
in South African anti-Semitism. Envious eyes are cast at Jewish 
success in the commercial and professional spheres. Jewish doctors and 
barristers are particularly the objects of criticism, and the successful 
Jewish business man is, as everywhere, the cause of envy and dislike. 
If this line of attack is to be met at all, there must be to a certain 
extent a voluntary economic realinement. At present, the opportunities 
are still good. Later on compulsion, with all the regrettable con- 
sequences entailed, may be used to force the Jewish Community out 
of certain economic spheres. 


But as soon as the question of economic redistribution is broached 
innumerable objections are immediately trotted out. Granted that there 
are many real difficulties in the way, the criticism remains that no 
attempt whatsoever has till now been made to remove them. Per- 
sistence would undoubtedly bring a real measure of success in the end. 
It is essential from every point of view to deal with the prevalent 
conceit and snobbery that cause Jewish parents to regard a university 
education as the right of every Jewish child, irrespective of his or 
her mental capacity. Jewish families are simply glutted these days 
with young “ geniuses,” who are being encouraged to despise manual 
work. Apart from all external considerations, this problem must be 
dealt with firmly and effectively for the sake of Jewish spiritual

© generally, are deeply attached to the Bible. It is noteworthy that when

Bill, were arraigned as un-Christian, the Malanites were up in arms. 
The accusation had evidently hit home. If well-planned, constructive 
work were done on lines of religious propaganda, it might be possible 
to create a bulwark of spiritual sentiment against racialism in general 
and Jew-baiting in particular. Though different schemes in this 
direction have been adumbrated, their realisation in practice still 
remains an urgent requirement. | 


VIGOROUS NEW METHODS WANTED 


The time has definitely come when the Jewish Community in South 
Africa must tackle the anti-Semitic problem in a new way. There 
must be greater co-ordination of effort and more scientific planning. 
Every available ounce of brain and ability must be utilised in fighting 
the menace. Panicky reactions, whether expressing themselves in 
paralysing fear or in artificial optimism, are not only futile but 
dangerous, Nor will the ostrich method of burying one's head in the 
sand in order not to see the peril serve a useful purpose. Whilst 
Generals Hertzog and Smuts are in power there is still time in which 


The country its flooded with their diabolical propaganda - 


to prepare for the coming struggle. But events are moving fast. The 
great liberal J. H. Hofmeyr is no longer in the Cabinet. Pirow is 
more enigmatic since his return from Europe than ever. Dr. Malan 
has been pushed by the extremists in his own Party to the renunciation 
of every decent and liberal statement that he has ever made in the 
past. Sedulous efforts are being made by the Malanites to incorporate 
within their ranks all political elements which may share the one plank 
of anti-Semitism in their political platform. By this means they hope 
to expedite their seizure of the reins of office. Once the Nationalists 
are in power, let there be no illusion, the Union will become a land 
of oppression for the Jews. The more fanatical among Dr. Malan’s 
followers already threaten that the treatment they will accord the Jews 
will make Nazi methods pale into insignificance. 1 hough these 
threats may be discounted, they form a sorrowful reflection on the 
detcrioration of the Jewish position in South Africa. But even if the 
/mion, under a Nationalist Government, would not become another 
Reich, it might well become a second Poland. Whilst there is still a 
respite, no time must be lost to explore and exploit every possible line 
of defence. Even if the ultimate solution to the problem of. South 
African anti-Semitism must be sought in Europe, it is still possible to 
fight the danger locally. But will the Community have the vision, the 
solidarity, and the discipline to do all that it must? One can only 
hope that generous South African Jewry will respond generously to 
its own need,

Fascist Clans Forgather 
VIOLENT THREATS TO THE JEWS 


Attacks on Britain’s Peace Front 


[Froni our Special Correspondent] 


British Fascists were on the warpath last Sunday. They held two 
meetings, one in Trafalgar Square and the other in Limehouse, and at 
both they attacked the Jews and asserted that there could be no peace 
until world Jewry was destroyed. 

The Trafalgar Square meeting was organised by the Nationalist 
Association, a body which is run by a Mr. Jock Houston, an ex-member 
of the B.U.F., and one of the most rabid Jew-baiters | have ever heard. 
He does not seem to care what he says, and appears concerned only 
to arouse the bitterest anti-Jewish feelings. The Jews, he declared. are 
responsible for war, and therefore “if they make us go to war this 
lime, if they are silly enough to give us handy machine-guns, bombs. 
and rifles, we will see that we use the ammunition on them first; We 
might start,” he continued, “ at Aldgate Pump and work eastwards.” 
He was willing, he said, to support any move by Hitler or Mussolini 
“so long as it aims at smashing internationat Jewish finance all over 
the globe.” The speech was, in fact, the very sort of material eagerly 
welcomed by Nazi agents in this country: and it was offered, in the 
common Fascist way, in the guise of ultra-patriotism and hatred of 
the Jew. 

[he speakers were announced as representing a “united Fascist 
platform,” and all Fascist organisations, with the exception of. the 
B.U.F.. seemed to be officially represented. Posters on the’ plinth 
advertised the Free Press (the organ of the Militant Christian Patriots). 
the Nationalist Boycott Committee, the New Pioneer (the monthly 
edited by Lord Lymington with the assistance of John Beckett). the 
Nordic League, the Militant Christian Patriots, and the Right Book 
Club, Kennington Branch. Other speakers included “ Bill” Bailey. 
an ex-member of the B.U.F., and a timid person who spoke high words 
of praise for Mr. H. H. Beamish, a well-known racial Jew-baiter. 

It was, incidentally, noteworthy that copies of ACTION (the B.U.F. 
organ) were touted around by Blackshirts, and Houston made an 
enthusiastic reference to that paper, which was well received by the 
audience. The majority of the Fascists present seemed to be members 
of the B.U.F., and later many of them greeted me at the Limehouse 
meeting. | 

Quite a number of the 500 people present disagreed with the speakers. 
One man, a non-Jew, was called “a rat” by a Fascist literature-seller. 


and a number of Greenshirts, members of the Social Credit Party. 


who were selling anti-Fascist literature, were in danger of getting 
beaten up. One Greenshirt, a non-Jew. was called “a Jew and a 
Communist ° and was set upon for daring to criticise Hitler. 


Down Limehouse Way 


The Limehouse meeting was a much more imposing affair. For ove) 
an hour before it was due ‘to begin, Blackshirts paraded with posters 
through the East End streets calling on all “to rally to Farrance 
Street” and “to protest against war.’ At the junction of Burdett 
Road and Mile End Road I watched these poster paraders. They 
were mainly young people who were thrilled by the attention they were 
attracting. They shouted pro-Mosley and anti-Jewish slogans, and 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves. Typical of their hysteria was the 
behaviour of a young girl on a bus | boarded in Burdett Road. She 
ran from window to window shouting: * P.J.” to every band of Black- 
shirts she saw. When she finally sat down, she was almost exhausted. 

There were brawls en route to the meeting-place, and a number of 
people were, | am told, injured. 

Some 2,000 people were present at Farrance Street when the meeting 
began. There were a number of banners draped across the street on 
poles held by Blackshirts, and the slogans read: “Stop war. Let the 
people vote ” and “ Britons Unite in British Union.” The Blackshirts 
are seeking to make the utmost use of the publie’s prevalent and 
understandable feeling against war by trying to divert it into pro-Nazi 
and anti-Jewish channels. Both Raven Thomson and Mosley, the 
speakers at the meeting, tried hard to prove that Nazi Germany was not 
the enemy of Britain but that the Jews were. Every anti-Jewish 
mention was received with howls of delight. Mosley set the tone for 
this by his references to “the big fat Jewish bosses” and to “ the 
jackals of the Orient” who were “ mounted on their bodies” and who 
were “licking their wounds.” This part of his speech was most 
nauseating, and I heard a young girl, herself a Blackshirt, say.to her 
friend: “ This makes me sick.” 

Mosley’s arrival had been heralded by a fanfare of trumpets. In 


— 


his speech, he approved of Nazi moves in Eastern and Central Europe,- 


and said that “ Britain must mind its own business.” “ Who are the 
people who want us to fight for Poland or Rumania?” he asked; and 
his supporters shouted: “The Yids!" “The people of Limehouse 
have got a pretty good idea,” he returned, and went on to attack 
*“ Jewish finance and Jewish capitalism.” 

One thing is very clear: in the same way as the Fascists at Trafalgar 
Square were assisting the Nazi would-be disruptors, so is Mosley. He 
is, in my opinion, merely helping the aggressors by spreading anti- 
Semitism, because every anti-Semite is a potential pro-Nazi, “ Through 
the Jew to the nation” is the Nazi and Fascist tactic. By attacking 
the Jews, Fascists disrupt the British front against the warmongers.

NAZI ACTIVITIES IN LIVERPOOL 


Germans Invited to Join Labour Front 
REASONS FOR REFUSAL REQUIRED 


[From our Correspondent ~LIVERPOOL] 


A meeting of the local German Labour Front which was to have 
been held in Liverpool last week was cancelled at the last omens 
due. it is understood, to the intervention of members of the Abercrom “a 
Conservative Party, whose headquarters are in close proximity to the 
Gemeindehaus, where the meeting was to have taken place. The first 
intimation of the cancellation for most of those who came along was 
in the form of a poster nailed on the outside o! the locked door ot 
the hall, which stated “ Versammlung abgesagt (meeting cancelled). 

A number of pressmen had been invited to the meeting to prove 

that the activities of the party were in no way subversive or concerned 
vith: espionage. 
‘aetoke the mecting day. a copy of a resolution passed by the Aber- 
cromby Conservative Party Political Committee, which viewed with 
alarm the methods of the Nazi propagandists and which outlined 
methods for combating them, was handed to the German Consul in 
Liverpool. The Consul explained that the meeting was really a social 
affair, at which “one or two songs would be sung, an address given 
on a non-political subject, after which light refreshments would be 
served,” 

He emphasised the fact. in the course of an interview, that certain 
members of the Press had been invited to the proceedings, but could 
find no reply to a question as to the value of this in view of the fact 
that the entire proceedings were to be conducted in German: 

This Labour Front group has been much in the news recently on 
account of some circulars which were sent out by its “Stutzpunktleite: 
(key point leader), Herr Ernst Lahrmann, who ts hon. representative 
in Liverpool of the Leipzig Fair. These circulars invited all Germans 
in Lancashire to join the Labour Front, and asked them to give 
reasons should they refuse to do so. The invitation, which was In 
German, emphasised that only by the united action of every German 
could the aims of Adolf Hitler be carried out, and added: ** We need 
every individual. Dear German abroad, do not evade this urgent 
reminder. Look upon it as an obvious duty and honour.” 

Herr Walther Reinhardt, German Consul-General in Liverpool, 1s 
reported as denying that ill consequences would follow for those who 
refused to join, but he agreed that the dispatch to Germany of a list 
of such refusals was “ not impossible.” 

It is understood that, in view of the publicity which has attended 
these activities, Nazi leaders in Britain have ordered their forty-eight 
centres throughout the country to “ go easy.” 

In letters written by hand, the leaders of the centres have been told 
to curb their activities, reports the Dairy Heratp. The letters were 
sent out by the leaders of the four “ districts ~ into which Britain has 
been divided for Nazi organisation purposes after a conference. Repre- 
sentatives of the German Labour Front and the Germans Abroad 
Association were also there. 

The letters, which are written on unheaded notepaper, tell the centre 
leaders: “ The political situation forces us to close our ranks. Make 
sure that neither carelessness nor over-confidence will damage the 
Reich and its representatives abroad irretrievably. The greatest care 
is necessary in our attitude towards the people of the country in 
which we are staying. Political statements must not be made to 
strangers. Limitation of our activities has become necessary.” Further 
details of this limitation, say the letters, will be issued shortly, 


NEW EUROPE GROUP 
Discussing the ‘*‘ Future of the Jews” 


_ The New Europe Group and Atlantic Initiative has always been interested 
in the question of anti-Semitism. Not, however, from an anti- or pro-Jewish 
standpoint but from the point of view of the status of the Jews, of how the 
Jews can best express their culture, and of what rdle they are to play in 
the new world order that the Group believes must be set up. The Group 
has accordingly organised four meetings on “The Future of the Jews,” the 
first of which was held at the Washington Hotel, Curzon Street, W., last 
Friday. It was in the nature of an introductory talk. Mr. R. J. Feiwel 
gave a brief historical descfiption of the position of the Jews. Mr. G. T. 
Garratt, Secretary of the Co-ordinating Committee for Refugees, who 
presided, spoke of the great misunderstanding and prejudice that existed 
aboutahe refugee question. 

At [ture meetings, the New Maccabeus. Club is fo put forward its 
proposals for a confederation of Jewish territories. A statement by the 
Club was circulated at the meeting, im-the course of which a plea was 
made that Israel should be of Messianic service to the world, but that, as

MR. LEON SIMON IN MANCHESTER 
Address at Atheneum on “ Palestine ” 


[From our Correspondent] 


There was a large audience at the Atheneum on Sunday evening to 
hear Mr. Leon Simon, C.B., lecture on “ Palestine, Ancient and Modern 
—its Contributions to Humanity.” This was the last of a series of 
lectures on Jewish problems arranged this winter under a joint lecture 
scheme sponsored by several Manchester Jewish organisations. Mr. 
Isidore Sandler presided. 

Mr. Simon said that, broadly speaking, Eastern European Jewry, 
though living in cramped conditions, had a strong Jewish consciousness, 
whereas Western Jewries, which lived in freedom, had a rather 
enfeebled Jewish consciousness. Only in Palestine could the Jewish 
people create conditions where they could live as free men in this 
modern world and at the same time strengthen their attachment to 
their own heritage. In his analysis of the contributions made to the 


world by the Jews in Palestine in Bible times, Mr. Simon said that the. 


Hebrew prophets were social reformers who believed in absolute justice 
both in the life of the nation and in international relations. Their 
moral idealism had a religious fervour, for they believed in a God of 
justice. 

Judaism and Nationalism 


Judaism, went on Mr. Simon, recognised nations as necessary facts 
in life, and accepted them just as much as it did families. It held 
that nationality was capable of becoming a great force for good in 
the world and sponsored the ideal of co-operative nationalism, so 
that each nation might be enabled to make its own specific contribu- 
tion to world progress. Perhaps it was because Christianity had always 
stressed the individual man and neglected the nation that it had had 
little influence in international relations; yet it was the duty of religion 
to improve international as well as individual relations. It was the 
Jewish people, said Mr. Simon, which had made Palestine mean some- 
thing to the world in olden times, and to-day they were going again to 
Palestine with instruments of work, not force, to make Palestine once 
more a centre of civilisation. 

The Palestine question to-day was not merely whether hundreds of 
thousands of European Jews would be allowed to make their homes 
there, but whether Palestine and the Jewish people were to be allowed 
to become productive forces in the world or not. It was necessary 
that Jews throughout the world should become still more intimately 
acquainted with what was being created in Palestine in our own time. 
They could then act as interpreters of the new Palestine to the world 
at large. In order that this might be achieved, it was most desirable 
that a knowledge of the Hebrew language be cultivated. 

In the discussion which followed, Messrs. Cecil Wolfson, A. 
Solomons, A. Freedland, and S. Allweis, the Misses Rita Lipton and 
R. Kelman, and Dr. I. Wassilevsky participated. Mr. Simon was 
thanked for his lecture by Messrs. Israel Sunlight and Lucien Harris, 
and a similar vote was accorded the Chairman by Mr. J. Solomon. 


RECEPTION TO RABBI K. ROSEN 


The Higher Crumpsall Hebrew Congregation gave a reception in 
honour of Rabbi K. Rosen on Sunday afternoon at the local Assembly 
Rooms. Mr. Samuel Glicher (President of the Congregation) said that 


Rabbi Rosen had already made a deep impression on the rank-and-file | 


membership of the Synagogue and was particularly active among their 
young people. Their Synagogue was now seventeen years old, but 
that was the first time that it had appointed a Rabbi to its pulpit. 
They were grateful to Rabbi Dr. Altmann for having introduced Rabbi 
Rosen to them. 

Messrs. L. M. Glancy (Vice-President) and Nathan Marks (Past 
President) added their congratulations to Rabbi Rosen on behalf of 
the members of the Synagogue and their families, the literary societies, 
and the German-Jewish Chalutzim who were receiving Hebrew 
instruction from Rabbi Rosen. Good wishes were extended to the new 
Rabbi by Dr. A. Altmann and Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. 

In responding, Rabbi Rosen said that he was happy to be in Man- 
chester because he had men of understanding to work with at the 
Higher Crumpsall Synagogue, and it was a privilege to work with, 
and under the guidance of, Dr. Altmann. Mr. M. P. Pariser moved 
a vote of thanks to the Chairman. |

The Jewish Community will 
hold a special service at the Great Synagogue, Cheetham Hill Road, at 
10.30 a.m., when Rabbi Dr. A, Altmann, the Communal Rabbi, will preach.

It was decided 
to recommend to this conference the formation of a “ Manchester Jewish 
Youth Council.”

LEEDS 
NATIONAL SERVICE APPEAL 
Special Obligation on the Jewish People 


[From our Correspondent] 


Ex-Servicemen and young men and women, in all about a thousand 
strong, packed the ballroom of the Jewish Institute last week when 
an appeal was made to Leeds Jews to volunteer for National Service. 
The speakers included Alderman Hyman Morris (who presided), Mr. 
J. Tait (Deputy Mayor of Leeds), the Rev. A. S, Super, and Mr. 
Leonard Stein (of London). 

Mr. Stein said that the ultimate objective of the dictatorships was 
the complete overthrowing of Great Britain and the British Empire 
and all that they stood for in the world. There was a special obliga- 
tion on the Jewish people to stand up. to the dictators in the event of 
war, for the Jews had been made the spearhead of the attack on the 
whole of Western morality. It was a mistake to look upon National 
Service as a sort of favour to the Government. “ We owe this duty,” 
said Mr. Stein, “not to the Government but to ourselves. Let us 
face the facts manfully and draw the practical inference that it is 
the duty of every man (and woman) who loves his country to rally 
to the call of National Service. I do ask you,” he added, “ to reflect on 
what the Jewish cause owes to this country, 

“I speak now as a Zionist,” continued Mr. Stein. “ We must never 
forget that, while the other Governments only made promises, the 
British Government actually made possible the establishment of a 
Jewish National Home in Palestine. We may not be satisfied with 
the present political state of the negotiations in regard to the Jewish 
National Home, but one thing we must never forget is that our 
tremendous achievement in Palestine was made possible only by the 
fact that the whole power and prestige of the British Empire was 
always in the background protecting us and enabling our work to go 
forward,” 

Alderman Hyman Morris urged upon his. coreligionists the duty 
of volunteering for service in the present emergency. 

The Rev. A. S. Super said that the Jews hated the idea of war, and 
had no desire whatsoever to approach the present situation in any 
spirit of vengeance against Germany just because they were the 
innocent victims of persecution. They knew better than anyone what 
the sufferings of the millions of decent Germans must be who saw 
themselves compelled by the Nazi machine to repress their ideas of 
decency and humanity, and who were forced to bring up their children 
not as actual human beings but as hate-distorted creatures. What the 
Jews wanted for them was what they wanted for themselves—a release 
by peaceful means from the burden of intolerance which made civilised 
life impossible. They, as Jews, were duty bound to take their full 
share in defending the liberties of their great country, which gave . 
full rights and freedoms to all its citizens. They were called upon to 
do this through voluntary National Service. 

Mr. J. Tait, the Deputy Mayor, said the position of National Service 
recruiting in Leeds was not satisfactory. They had not yet reached the 
6,000 mark, though they had a population of half a million. HH every 
volunteer persuaded one friend to offer his services the problems of 
the authorities would-be solved. Surely it was not an intolerable 
hardship to ask men to give up two or three nights a week to attend 
National Service lectures. Mr. Tait said that the Jewish population 
of the city was so large that if Jews did not support National Service 
the whole position, so far as the city was concerned, would be seriously 
affected. 

As the result of the meeting, over 100 enrolled. 


At a mecing of the Refugee Control Committee held on Sunday, with 
Professor S. Brodetsky in the Chair, Lieut.-Col. J. H. Levey submitted 
details of a scheme for the transfer of the Ort Technical School from Berlin 
to Leeds. It was resolved that the scheme be approved and that the 
Committee would assist in the provision. of the necessary funds. It was 
reported that arrangements had been made for Lord Rothschild to visit 
Leeds on Sunday next and to address a public meeting at the Forum Cinema, 
Chapeltown: Road, at 8 p.m. The other speakers will include Professor 
S. Brodetsky, Mr. Tom Williams, M.P., Professor J. W. Harvey, and the

President’s Plea at Guardians Meeting

He thanked all members of the co-ordinated societies and the 
Board for their assistance.

As a 
member of the Southend Hebrew Education Board and a worker for 
the Chevra Kadisha, Mr. Silverstone has given freely of his energies. 
Tributes were paid to the couple last Sabbath morning at the 
Alexandra Road Synagogue by the Rev. A: Plaskow and Mr. Leon 
Feitelson, President of the local Jewish Community, and the congrega- 
tion were subsequently entertained by Mr. and Mrs. Silverstone. 

In view of the sufferings of Jewry abroad, Mr. and Mrs. Silverstone 
are dispensing with a lavish function, and instead have made large 
donations to a number of charities, both Jewish and. non-Jewish. 
including the Southend General Hospital, Southend Civic Guild, the 
local Mayors Distress Fund, the Synagogue, Hebrew Classes, Ladies’

Captain Neville Laski, K.C., said that the time had gone by when 
they should talk of Jews and others—they should talk of British 
subjects. It happened that some of them were of the Jewish faith, but 
they were all fellow-citizens, and their faith was really only a domestic 
question. There should be no segregation to-day. The world had 
reached the stage when there should be no ghettoes.

New Curtains and 
Cushions in Fashion- 
able Furnishing Fabrics 


NE of the best and least expensive ways 

of freshening up the home is by getting 

‘new curtains and loose cushions for the 
principal living-rooms. For this purpose 
cretonnes and folk weaves in cool colours, such 
as sky blue, apple green, sunshine yellow, and 
the paler shades of pink and beige. are ideal. 
The fashion just now is for furnishing fabrics 
to show a much freer and bolder use of pattern. 
There are some beautiful folk weaves, 
chenilles, velvets, and printed and woven silk 
and cotton fabrics of this kind, and some of 
them show a combination of more than one 
weave. There are also damask linens in a 
range of delicate colourings and new designs. 
An excellent idea is to hang full-length 
curtains in the doorway between two rooms 
—such as sitting-room and dining-room, or 
bedroom and dressing-room -— and if the 
material is hung within the door surround, the 
mouldings form a frame all round, which 


emphasises the beauty of the curtains.

innovation is that the damask is produced in 
a range of modern colourings—delicate pastel 
shades such as salmon and powder blue, instead 
of heavy wine-red. 

The new fabrics with part of the pattern 
woven in relief are also very attractive. This 
kind of material is suitable for cushions as well 
as Curtains, and a similar effect is seen in some 
of the newest rugs. 


Bright Loose Cushions 


A room which is plainly decorated in shades 
of beige and fawn, or which is beginning to 
look a trifle dingy, can be toned up wonderfully 
by the addition of one or two loose cushions 
in bright colours such as lime, green, peach, 
or delphinium. Or if the walls of the room are 
in colour, use complementary shades. for the 


cushions—mauve and blue with yellow walls, 


green and pale orange with pink walls, or blue, 
green, and pink if the walls are green. 

One or two occasional rugs will make the 
room more comfortable, especially if the carpet 
is beginning to show signs of wear, or if there 
are polished hardwood floors in. the living- 
rooms.

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Time to Sow 
Your Plants 


Practical Hints on 
Flowers, Soil, and 
Vegetable Garden 


F you are thinking of remaking your garden, 

now is the time to set about it. Adopt a 

scheme that is not too complicated, and 
remember that although in exhibitions the 
narrow strips of turf separating beds look 
extremely effective, in practical usage they are 
not so good. Such strips cannot be mown 
with the machine, and a back-aching perform- 
ance with shears will be necessary every weck 
when the grass grows in earnest. 

Arrange your show garden with a strict eye 
on future running. If you want to evolve some 
kind of pattern, make your paths of crazy 
stone or, if you can get them, of old bricks. 
These look very effective. 

There are plenty of good flowering plants 
that can be bedded out this month and which 
will give you a very fine show later on in 
the season. Phlox, for example, in a variety 
of colours, should be planted at the back of the 
border, where, too, you can plant hollyhocks. 
and this month some of the giant sunflowers 

It is important in these early days to turn 
over the soil and leave it for a day or two 
to benefit from the spring sunshine and air.” [It 
is not wise to be over-fussy about stones in 
the flower garden—earth broken up by a 
moderate amount of stones is better aerated. 

Break up standing roots of phlox and 
chrysanthemum, and replant them at suitable 
distances. Be very careful to loosen the earth 
round any plants that have stood the winter in 
the garden. They will respond gratefully to 
the admission of fresh air to their roots. And 
remember all through the season that a few 
minutes’ work regularly with the hoe is more 
valuable even than watering for keeping plants 
well nourished. 


Vegetables to Sow 


In the vegetable garden, lettuces may now be 
planted out in the soil that has been suitably 
enriched and into which a proportion of good 
lime dressing has been dug. Onions can be 
sown in finely-raked soil, and, of course, 
potatoes should be planted from now on. 
Choose seed potatoes, where possible, that have 
already begun to shoot, rub off all but two of 
the shoots, and plant in trenches with the shoots 
pointing upwards. 

Broad beans can be sown now, but these 
should only be grown where there is fairly 
liberal space. They are better kept apart from 
other vegetables, as later they may cause harm 
through profusion. Spinach is a_ profitable 
vegetable to grow, and can be sown now. A 
variety Known as perpetual spinach will, if 
sown now, grow throughout the season.

SAVOURY SAUCES (By request) 


Hollandaise Sauce (1) 
Vinegar, 2 tablespoonfuls. Butter, 2? ozs. 
Water, 1 tablespoonful. Peppercorns and salt. 
Yolks of three cggs. 

Crusf a few peppercorns and put in a small saucepan with the vinegar 
and water., Bring to the boil and simmer till it is reduced by half: strain 
and leave till cold. Beat up the egg yolks with a pinch of salt; add the 
vinegar; turn into a double saucepan and whisk over a gentle heat till 
it begins to thicken; then add the butter bit by bit, still whipping it well. 
Strain into a hot sauceboat and serve at once. 


Hollandaise Sauce (2) 
White sauce, 3 tablespoonfuls. Butter, 2 o7s 
Yolks of three eggs. Tarragon vinegar, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
Salt and pepper. 

Beat the egg yolks lightly and mix with the white sauce and oiled butter. 
Turn into a double saucepan and stir over a. gentle heat till thick and 
creamy, but do not boil. Remove from heat; add vinegar gradually and 
strain mto a hot sauceboat. 


Tartare Sauce 
Chopped olives or gherkins, 1 tablespoonful. Four spring onions. 
Mayonnaise, 4-pt. ° Chopped capers, | tablespoonful. 
MINCE capers, onions, and olives (or gherkins) finely and add to the 
mayonnaise. 
N.B.—A recipe for a quickly made mayonnaise was given in a recent 
issue, 
Vinaigrette Sauce 
Salad oil, 4 tablespoonfuls. Chopped parsley, 4-teaspoonful. 
Tarragon vinegar, | tablespoonful. Chopped shallot, 4-teaspoontul. 
Malt vinegar, | tablespoonful. Salt and pepper. 
Put the oil in a basin; add salt and pepper to taste; gradually stir in the 
Vinegars; mix well and add the finely-chopped shallot and parsley. 
Serve with cold asparagus, calves head, etc. 


Reform Sauce 
Brown sauce, }-pt. Sherry or port wine, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
Juice of half a lemon. Red currant jelly, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
Salt and Cayenne. 

App lemon -juice, wine, and jelly to the brown sauce; simmer gently for 
five minutes and serve hot with cutlets or steak. 

For the brown sauce: Peel and chop a small onion; scrape and slice a 
medium-sized carrot. Melt one ounce of margarine; add one ounce ot 
flour, the onion, and carrot and fry over a gentle heat till well browned: 
then add three-quarters of a pint of stock and stir till it boils. Add a 
teaspoonful each of vinegar and mushroom ketchup. Cover and simmer 
for thirty minutes; strain and add salt if necessary. 


Curry Sauce 
Stock or milk, 4-pt. Curry powder, 2 teaspoontiuls. 
One small applic. Margarine, | oz. 
Lemon juice, | teaspoonful. Flour, | dessertspoonful. 
One small onion. Salt. 

Me Lt the margarine and put in the apple and onion, both finely chopped; 
fry till lightly browned; then add flour and curry powder. Mix well, 
gradually add stock (or milk) and stir till boiling. Cover and simmer 
gently for thirty minutes; then add lemon juice, rub through a sieve 
and reheat. 

Mustard Sauce 


App a large teaspoonful of made mustard and two teaspoonfuls of vinegar 
to half a pint of white sauce. Serve with herrings or mackerel.

JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER 


Increasing Burden of Work 
FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE URGENTLY NEEDED 


Some interesting facts and figures relating to the splendid work of 
the Jews’ Temporary Shelter were given on Monday at its annual 
meeting, held at the Institution in Mansell Street, Aldgate. 

Mr. Otto M. Schiff, the President, who presided, moved the adoption 
of the annual reports for the years ending October 31, 1937, and October 31. 
1938, explained that having been overworked at the Shelter it was decided 
lo present the two reports together. They hoped in future to have their 
meetings annually. Speaking of the activities of the Shelter, Mr. Schiff 
said that if anyone doubted its usefulness, he should come there occasionally 
and see the amount of work that was being done. The building was filled 
irom top to bottom, and a considerable number of persons had had to 
be lodged out. This was not due merely to the large number of refugees 
whom they were housing but to the large number of transmigrants. In 
the past two years, 61,500 people had been met by Shelter officers. . In 
the same period, 7,993 had stayed at the Shelter, of whom 700 went to 
south Africa, 1,149 to Australia, thirty-three to Palestine, 5,034 to South 
American countries, and sixty-eight to the United States of America. The 
number of meals distributed during the two years amounted to 206,877, 
and of night's lodgings 50.803. The Shelter was always ready in 
any emergency, and acted in close contact with the Jewish Refugee 
Committee. The Shelter has also acted as an advisory bureau to numbers 
ol Jewish foreign residents, particularly in the East End of London. 

Mr. Schiff expressed his thanks to the members of the Committee for 
the work they were doing. The work was constantly growing, and with its 
giowth their expenditure was increasing. If any person could find new 
subscribers he would be rendering a most useful service. He had not 
been able to put in an appearance very often, but he had an excellent 
substitute m Mr. James Layton. He thanked Mrs. Pinder-Davis who, with 
Mr. and Mrs. Michaelson, looked after the domestic side of the Institution 
with great efficiency, and paid tribute to Mr. A. Mundy, the Secretary, and 
Mr. D. Gedalla, a new member of the staff.

JEWISH YOUTH WANTS CO-ORDINATION 


Where Are the Obstructions ? 
INTERMINABLE A.J.Y.—F.Z.Y. CONVERSATIONS 
[From our Correspondent) 


The subject of Jewish youth co-ordination, co-operation, and collectivisa- 
tion is once again to the fore in youth movement circles. No cause con- 
nected with Jewish youth has been more championed over the last half- 
dozen years than this. and none has: met with more setbacks. Behind the 
struggle are the following motives: 

The desire for communal recognition such as is given to the Friendly Society 
movement: the need for representation on the Board of Deputies, on the 
basis that the Community expects Jewish youth to play its part, while denying 
it a voice in communal ‘affairs: the belief that there is a common denominator 
of Jewishness in all youth organisations. be they Orthodox, Zionist. athletic, 
social. or cultural: the belief that such collaboration would be very effective 
in times of national, religious. or anti-Jewrsh emergency: the fact that vouth 
of to-dav. who are the communal leaders of to-morrow, require some 
training for their future responsibilities: the avoidance of overlapping in 
social and charitable functions: the acquirmg of more suitable premises. 

No one can deny the legitimacy of these motives, so why. one ma\ ask, 


has thggplan not been more successful’ The reasons are man) Some 
five or six vears ago. the League of Jewish Youth-—-now defunct tried to 
“co-ordinate Jewish youth throughout the world, This, at a time when 


there were not two major vouth organisations in London that could see 
eye to eve on anything of importance, was obviously too ambitious a plan 
Fear of loss of identity has kept many an otherwise well-disposed organisa- 
tion from co-operating with others. The Association for Jewish Youth. 
the largest Jewish youth body in Fngland, has always held aloo! from 
the idea, and the greatest difficulty has always been experienced in even 
getting them to enter- conversations on the matter. Its somewhat frigid 
attitude towards Zionism has also been an obstacle. -However. there has 
lately been a nominal change of heart and mind on the part of this organtsa- 
tion, which I will refer to later. 

{ remember one promising drive. a few years back. scotehed: because 
the Federation of Zionist Youth (then the Association of Young Zionist 
Societies) insisted that the members of a certain non-Zionist organisation 
with whom they were conferring should become annual buyers of Shekalim. 
The last vear, however, has seen an intensifying of the desire for ~ link- 
up.” the avoidance of many past errors, a sinking of petty interests, a 
desire to “ join in with” and not only to lead, and the start of what looked 
like the most promising scheme to date. 

About ten months ago, the Union of Young Israel Societies and the 
Devonshire Literary and Social Society began to ‘work together on what 
eventually became known as the “Jewish Youth Bureau.” In a short 
time, the F.Z.Y.. the Orthodox youth societies, and a score of prominent 
unattached Jewish clubs came into the scheme. and tor the first time some- 
thing was really being done about co-ordination, 


Enter the A.J.Y. 


Then the A.J.Y.. which until then. in spite of invitations to join in, had 
shown no interest, said it would enter the discussions Ihere was an 
immediate response by the bodies concerned, and the following decisions 
were made: 

In order that discussions should not be too complicated, it was decided 
that the national bodies only, the A.J.Y., the F.Z.Y., the U.Y.LS., the 
Orthodox group, etc.. should attempt an agreement first. 

District committees, with liaison officers, were set up to keep contact with 
individual clubs. 

The idea of the “Jewish Youth Bureau” was dropped temporarily in 
the hope that a permanent basis for co-operation with the A.J.Y. would be 
evolved. 

For the next six months, however, little or nothing happened. Con- 
versations, one was told, were continuing. presumably very much behind 
the scenes, and in a short time the Union of Young Israel Societies declared 
that although it had not broken away, it was no longer taking part in the 
deliberations, but would watch with interest the proceedings between the 
A.J.Y. and the F.Z.Y. Since then. the Union has declared that it has 
no faith in the belief that the A.J.Y. intends to do anything to promote 
co-operation. 

Whether or not this charge is fair is difficult to say, but three things 
are certain: the A.J.Y. has not replied to the charge: as far as one can 
tell, no progress has. been made; and all contact which the Youth Bureau 
had made with clubs and societies has been lost. This last is the greatest 
blow of all, for I know too well the amount of trouble that was taken 
to contact them in the first instance. Members of the F.Z.Y. to whom 
I have spoken—and their organisation is still presumably “ holding con- 
versations ” with the A.J.Y.—do not know what is happening, and a discreet 
silence is being observed by the A.J.Y. Months ago, Mr. A. Herman. the 
then President of the F.Z.Y., told me that his Federation's application for 
affiliation to the A.J.Y. had been “accepted in principle.” and only a 
few details remained to be clarified. It has not, to my knowledge, been 
effected yet. 

One hears rumours of “ slight misunderstandings ” having arisen. but in 
the absence of a definite statement from either side, one is forced to the 
conclusion that there f§ a deadlock: A successful conclusion could easily 
prove a stepping-stone to greater things. It should now be either “ get 
together or “ break” without more vatuable time being lost. The former 
might be facilitated by the setting up of a confidential independeni arbitra- 
tron committee, A “ break,” on the other hand, would help certain new 
moves that are bound to be started by organisations which have become 
somewhat impatient waiting for the AJ.Y. and F.Z.Y. to present a 
concrete plan.

DEVONSHIRE’S SCHEME FOR N. & E. LONDON 
A Well-Equipped Communal Building 


Twenty-seven Jewish vouth bodies in North and East London received a 
letter recently from the Devonshire Literary and Social Society which out. 
lined a scheme to merge ail social clubs and societies in the district into 
“one large powerful Jewish youth organisation, and to erect a buiidin: large 
enough to accommodate the members ot all clubs w:sting to enter into the 
scheme. This building will contain baliroom, gymnasium, theatre, grounds 
for outside sports, libraries, and every facility necessary for an organtsation 
of this magnitude. 

iledibers of tae local clubs met to discuss this proposal on Wednesday of 
last week, at a meeting at the Devonshire premises. : : 

Mr. Harold Morris. a Vice-President of the Club, who presided, pointed 
out how much better it would be for all concerned if they could combine 
their resources to erect an adequate building ins ead of, as they were 
d i gat present, meeting in places which were inadequately equipped. He 
suggested that an investigation c »mmittee oe set up. Ad 

Mr. B. Schneider (darcourt) said he was not present in any official 
capacity, bul ne was sure his Conmittee would generally support the move. 
He commented on what he called the “lack of ad ninistration f the 
Jewish Youth Appeal Fund. Such a building as that described by Mr. 
Morris was, sad Mr. Schneider, badly needed in the district: tt was 
possible to run suc) a building successfully, both financially and socially. 

Among others who spoke were the Rev. I. Stanley. wao said that every 
Jewish (lub must have an aim thit proved the Jewisnness of its members, 
and the Rev. Barnett Joseph, who suggested an approich to those in charge 
of the maenificient new building wh.ch wae being erected for the Hackney 
Jewish Boys’ Cluo, to see if it were not possible to find room in it for 
Devonshire’s new scheme. 

Answering questions, Mr. Morris said that no one but his Club was behind 
the screme ; that it had not asked permission of its Association, th: A.J.Y., 
and that although an invitation had bern sent, no A.J.Y. delegate was 
present. 

It was decided that another meeting be called soon. and that meanwhile if 
should be arranged for “commissioners” to call oa interested cluts to 
explain more fully the plan 

In connection wita the Rev. Barnett Joseph's sugzestion that an approach 
be made to the authorities of the new Boys’ Clud building in Hackney, I 
learn froma reliable source that a wellwisher of the Devonshire Club has 
already approached the authorities with this ead in view, and that the 
Suggestion that the Devonshire be given facilities in the new building was 
firmly and definitely turned down. thousands of pounds are given for the 
Junior Clubs—for segregate boys’ and girls’ clubs—but, it seems, not a 
pe any, not even a square yard of premises, for a mixed Jewi-h club. I write 
this despite the rumour Ihave heard that a cortain Jewish social c'ub has 
received, or will be receiving, a grant of £300 to £50. Somewhere among

BIRCHINGTON CONVALESCENT HOME 
Committee to Investigate Financia! Position 


[From our Correspondent) 


At the recent meeting of the Governing Body of the Jewish 
Friendly Societies Convalescent Home, it was decided to set up a 
Committee composed of the officers and three members from the 
Governing Body and from the Home Committee to review income and 
expenditure in order to plice the finances of the Home on a sound 
footing. The meeting was held at ‘the offices of the Order Achet 
Ameth, 175, Whitechapel Road, E., and was presided over by Mr. 
Barnett Janner, the President. 

Mr. M. E. Waldman. O.B.E.. J.P. (Chairman of the Home Committee), in 
submitting the annual report, referred to the practical sympathy shown by 
the naming of many beds. Though this was an encouraging feature, the 
Home required a larger income so that it could maintain its beneficent work 
and, above all, discharge its obligations to the movement in a manner worthy 
of all Friendly Society undertakings. He paid tribute to Miss T. Fagelman, 
the Matron, and thanked the Officers for their co-operation. Inthe absence 
of the Treasurer. Mr. I. Kutner, through iliness, Mr. Il. E. Ginsberg. Vice- 
Chairman, submitted the annual accounts, anda discussion followed. Mr. 
J. J. Vogler considered that the most practical solution of the Home's difh- 
culties would be to increase the contributions. Mr. A. M. Richmond said 
that. if the whole movement cou'd bz made aware of its responsib lities, the 
financial position could be improved in many directions... Alderman A. 
Kershaw, J.P.. said that money was urgently needed to defray the cost of 
repairs and structural renovations, Mr. Michael Levy doubted if any 
useful service would be served by the appointment of a Committee , the one 
sound method, he sugg:s:ed, was to raise tae contributions , but un ortu- 
nately the time was not O>portune to doso in view of the many additional 
calls on the pockets of members. After further discussion, the accounts 
were adopted. 

The Governing Body agreed that the normal period of admission should 
be two weeks, except in cases approved by the Medical Referee for a week's 
extension. It was also acreed that the waiting period for further admission 
to the Home should be three years in cases of a second application, and five 
years for subsequent applications, but that bona fide convalescent cases 
should te relieved trom the operat.on of this rule. 

The following were elected: Messrs. Barnett Janner, President; M. E. 
Waldman. O.B.E.. J.P., Chairman; E. Ginsberg, Vice-Chairman: L 
Kutner, Treasurer; and I. Marks and I. Shafran, Auditors.

Stewardess, she organises games and all sorts of amusements for the children. 
As to the food for the little ones, the Chief Steward will always give his 
sound advice. Like their elders, the children can have their meals strictly 
Kasher. I might add that there are a fully-qualified surgeon and trained 
nurses in all Orient vessels. 


SEDER SERVICES IN: MID-ATLANTIC 


The Jewish arrangements of Cunard White Star continue their success; 
the Seder Services in their two express liners, Queen Mary and. Aquitania, 
were this year more successful than ever before. This was due in the first 
place to the company’s wonderful co-operation in providing every form 
of Passover eatable and a plentiful supply of wine. without any extra charge 
to the passengers. The Rev. M. L. Gordon, the Beth Din’s representative 
at Southampton, was, as usual, responsible for the arrangements, which 
were carried through by the two Jewish supervisors, Mr. David Davies. of 
the Queen Mary, and Mr. Oscar Kaller, of the Aquitania.

Stock markets are again passing through a period of 
week there is not only the Budget but also the meeting 
Reichstag, at which the German reply to President Roosevelt's peace 
appeals is to be given. With two such important events in prospect 
few investors OF speculators care to commit themselves to any extent 
until their outcome is known. It must be admitted that of the two 
that on the Continent is exercising the greater effect. Normally 
at this time, the main subject of discussion in markets would be Budget 
prospects, but despite the deficit for the past year and the enormous 
expenditure to be provided for in the future, but little market com- 
ment has been heard. All attention is concentrated on European 
politics. The result has been a minimum of business in markets, 
though prices have on the whole been well maintained in the absence 
of selling pressure. Home trade news in the shape of steel output 
railway traffics, employment, and overseas trade has indeed been quite 
favourable in character, and might have had a cheering effect but for 
political uncertainties, The gilt-edged market still remains rather weak. 
reflecting the rising tendency of discount rates. During the past four 
weeks the average discount rate for three months’ Treasury bills has 
been raised from 10s. to 31s. 2d. per cent.-per annum, mainly as a 
result of political tension. 


EVER READY TRUST ¥ 

The report of the Ever Ready Trust for the year to March 31 
shows that revenue in the year was very well maintained at £28,084. 
compared with £29,638 in the previous year. There is to be a final 
dividend of 5 per cent., which makes a total of 8 per cent. for the 
third successive year. Previously, 7 per:cent. was paid for two years. 
The Company is closely associated with the Ever Ready Co. (Great 
Britain), Ltd., the well-known electric battery and cquipment manu- 
facturgs, and was originally formed as a finance company in cor- 
nection with expansion of the Ever Ready Company's interests. It 
has since, however, become strictly an investment trust, and while 
it still retains a substantial interest in. the Ever Ready Company, it 
has a wide list of general investments, mainly in “ equity” issues. 
The issued capital is £300,000 in £250,000 of ordinary stock and 
£50,000 of deferred shares. The ordinary capital is entitled to a prior 
5 per cent., and after 5 per cent. on the deferred, the two classes of 
capital rank equally. The deferred shares are privately held, but the 
£1 ordinary stock units stand at 18s, 9d. 


ATLANTIC SHIPPING 

Atlantic shipping felt severely the effects of European political 
uncertainty during 1938. The resort of Cunard White Star, Ltd., for 
the year shows receipts from passage moneys, freights, etc., of 
£6,940,160, compared with £8,222,041 in the previous year. After 
charging expenses, the operating profit was £497,956, against £1,305,829.

COMPANY M-ETINGS 
RUBBER PLANTATIONS INVESTMENT TRUST 


DIVIDEND OF 10 PER CENT. 


The thirticth ordinary gencral meeting of the Rubber Plantations Investment 
Trust, Limited, was held on April 19, at 19, Fenchurch Street, Londen, E.C. 

Mr. H. J. Welch (the Chairman) said that, notwithstanding that the period 
since their last meeting had been one of continued international anxiety, advan- 
tage had been taken of low prices to increase the Trust's investments in 
rubber and tea shares and also to sell relatively higher-priced or poorer quality 
shares and reinvest the proceeds in more promising securities. The result had 
been to improve the intrinsic value of their investments and their dividend- 
earning capacity, their main object being to ensure the safety of capital and to 
increase their revenue-carning capacity. 

With the sale of their tea plantations to the Sumatra Tea Fstates, Ltd., the 
Trust had ceased to be the direct owner of plantations and, except for undeveloped 
lands standing in the balance-sheet at £1, all its investments now consisted 
of debentures, shares, or other securities. Of the total book cost of £3,318,396 
of investments, nearly 54 per cent. of the 268 holdings was invested within the 
British Empire and 45 per cent. within the Netherlands East Indies; 54 per cent. 
was employed in rubber, 29 per cent. in tea, and J2 per cent. was in cash or 
invested in banks and other securities. Of the total, 94 per cent. was in ordinary 
shares or stock. 

The valuation of their investments at December 31 last amounted to £3,357,404, 
and showed an appreciation over book cost of £39,008. In these days too 
much importance was not to be placed upon a valuation, especially of plantation 
shares, at any particular date, but they had brought their valuation up to a 
few days ago, and that showed a depreciation on book cost of £166,393, which, 
of course, was amply covered by their reserves. 


RESULT OF YEAR’S OPERATIONS 

_ During 1938, their gross income had been £273,480, as compared with £265,935 
in the previous year, and it was proposed to pay a final dividend of 6 per cent, 
less tax, making a total of 10 per cent. for the year. It was difficult to forecast 
the prospects for the current year. , The total dividends—especially those receivable 
in the first half of the year—would doubtless be reduced. Up to date, the total 
dividends and interest received from all sources amounted to £34,652, as com- 
pared with £56,317 at the same date last year. They had in the dividend equalisa- 
tion reserye a sum equal to nearly 34 per cent. net upon their capital, and that 
was available for dividends whenever it was required and circumstances justified 
its use. He would add that, in his opinion, the comparative quality of their 
plantation investments had never been better. 

There were still too many small companies which were compelled to work 
under less economic and efficient conditions than their larger brethren. It 
became increasingly obvious that the salvation of the rubber industry would 

pend upon more economic production and the consequent lower price at 

which rubber could be supplicd to the world. Perhaps the most important 
collective inquiry which would be likely to help the industry would be a searching 
one into the possibility of reducing the cost of producing crude rubber and 
placing it upon the market. In such a search, savings of very small fractions 
of a penny per pound should not be despised. : 
_ In existing international conditions, any forecast of the _rubber-producing 
industry must be a “ shot in the dark.” Should political tension slacken, there 
was hope that the improvement in American consumption might continue, At 
Present it seemed to him that absorption this year was not likely to fall short 
of one million tons. The use of rubber for agriculture, the substitution of rubber 
for steel-tyred vehicles, its growing employment in upholstery, the increasing 
uses of rubber in automobiles for purposes other than tyres, and numerous other 
uses offered a large potential field for expansion of consumption, 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted, 


a year ago. Passenger traffic, it is stated, promised well but was 
eventually affected by unsettled conditions in Europe and business 
recession in the United States. Cruising voyages showed a serious 
decline, and unfavourable trading conditions affected freight business. 
It is Satisfactory to note, however, that the Queen Mary maintained 
her popularity, and again carried more passengers than any other vessel! 
in the Atlantic trade. The accounts of the parent company, Cunard 
Steamship Co., show a profit of £36,238, against £24,517, increasing 
the carry forward to £214,085, 


JOHN I. JACOBS 

The decline in shipping business in 1938 was general. Another 
company, John I. Jacobs, Ltd., the tanker concern, reports profits, 
by the Company and its subsidiaries, of £140,311, against £196,209. 
Depreciation provided by subsidiaries is again £20,400, while £17,500 
goes to reserves, against £25,854, and £33,341, against £41,291 to 
taxation. This leaves the parent company’s profits at £69,071, against 
£108,664. The final dividend is 7} per cent., to make 124 per cent., 
against 17) per cent., for the year. After placing £20,000, against 
£50,000, to reserve, the carry forward is £46,261, against £24,115. There 
is nothing to staff fund this time, against £10,000 a year ago. The 
report indicates that the Company was fortunate in having arranged 
some business ahead at the beginning of the year, since tanker freights 
declined considerably. For some months now, it is added, the vessels 
of the subsidiaries have been irregularly employed, and from time 
to time have obtained laid-up allowances from the Tanker Pool. The 
Company's |2s. ordinary shares are quoted around 16s, 


AMALGAMATED GOWNS 

Amalgamated Gowns, Ltd., now issues a report for the period of 
fitteen months to December 19, 1938. This shows that net profits 
of the subsidiary companies for the period were £25,504, and after 
management expenses, Directors’ fees, income tax, etc., there remains 
£16,471. There was an interim dividend of 5 per cent., and a final 
payment of 2}. per cent. now makes 7} per cent. for the year, leaving 
a carry forward of £3,590, against £670 brought in, The Company 
was formed to take Over the gown and sportswear, etc., businesses of 
S. Cohen (Gowns), Ltd., Special Gown House, Ltd., Welmar (Gowns), 
Ltd., and Olive Scott, Ltd., with their associated businesses. It became 
a public company in September, 1937, and in the twelve months to 
September 19, 1937, net profits of subsidiary companies amounted to 
£38,259. The major part of this was earned. prior to incorporation 
of the present company, and was carried to capital reserve account. 
It will be seen that there has been some setback in results during the

In that account £320,485 was brought forward, which, with the net premiums 
for 1938, £275,060, gave a total of £595,545. laims paid during the past year 
and for all previous years amounted to £220,905. Expenses, including taxes, 
amounted to £56,532, and they were able to carry forward £318,108, which 
represented 115.65 per cent. of the premium income. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


With the credit balance brought in of £294,521, net interest from investments 
of £358,392, and transfers from the various trading accounts, there was available 
a total of £954,055. Of that the payment of the dividends absorbed £328,204 
(which, it would be observed, was more than covered by the net interest earnings 
alone), and after making provision for taxation, expenses, and transferring 
£50,000 as an additional claims reserve to the Motor Insurance account, ihere 
was carried forward a balance of £402,134, against £294,521 brought in.

The twenty-sixth ordinary generai meeting of the United Glass Bottle 
Manufacturers, Limited, was held on Thursday, April 13, at the registered 
offices, 8, Leicester Street, London. W.C., Sir Max J. Bonn, K.B.E. 
(Chairman of the Company), presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. S. S. Kenyon) having read the notice convening the 
meeting and tne report of the auditors, 

The Chairman said: My lords, ladies. and gentlemen. may I assume that 
vou will take the Directors’ report and accounts as read’ They have been 
in your hands for some time—owing to the Easter holiday intervening 
and I trust you have studied them with a sense of satisfaction, haying regard 
to the difficult political and trading conditions during 1938. 

BALANCE-SHEE! 

You will notice from the assets side of the account that fixed and loose 
plant and machinery (after writing off £101.206, our normal rate of deprecia- 
tion and wear and tear of moulds) at £645,071 compares with £647.192. 
Shares in subsidiary companies are increased to £1,150.280 from £1,134,314; 
but trade investments show a reduction from £13,758 to £1.252, due to an 
associated company having become a subsidiary, by the purchase of further 
shares. Stocks. stores, packages, etc,, have risen from £647,329 to £688,473. 
Debtors, after making ample provision for doubtful items. amount to 
£471.619. against £513,623. Cash at bankers and in hand is increased to 
148.684 trom £139,937. On the other side of the account. the amount due 
to creditors, including provision for income tax, National Defence Con- 
tribution, works improvements, and other contingencies at £453,295 compares 
with £494. 831, 

Stall Benevolent Fund receives a further £15,000. and after charging 
allowances paid during the vear. the Fund now stands at £26.110. We are 
anxious, for some years to come, to implement this Fund (which is 
distinct from our Group Life Insurance and Pension Scheme, payments 
towards which appear in the profit and loss account). We are approaching 
the time when superannuation allowances will become necessary for some 
of our executives of long standing, and not covered by the scheme. The 
First Mortgage Debenture Stock has been reduced by £17,570, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Trust Deed. and this reserve now stands at 
£145,771. A further sum of £50,000 has been added to general reserve, 
bringing i up to £450,000. Adequate provision has been made in the 
uccounts for packing cases at the factories and warehouses, but it has been 
felt that a special provision of £15,000 should be made owing to the 
difficulty in arriving at a fair value of returnable cases actually in the 
hands of customers. 

PROFIT AND DIVIDENDS 


The net profit for the year amounts to £257,892 (as against last vear 
£280,811), to which is added the balance from last year £44,738; after making 
allocations to reserves previously referred to. the amount available is 
£204,760. The full year’s dividend. less income tax, on the Preference 
shares £65,324 and an interim dividend, less income tax, on the Ordinary 
shares, £28,344, have been paid, and it is now proposed to pay a final 
dividend on the Ordinary shares of 6 per cent., less income tax, making 
9} per cent. for the year (same as last year), and a cash bonus of 24 per cent., 
Jess income tax (same as last year), £68,836. and to carry forward a balance 
of £42,255. Again we have received a satisfactory contribution by way of 
dividends from British Bottles, Ltd. identical with last year, apart from 
the increased income tax deduction. You would wish me to emphasise that 


a substantial surplus of the profits earned by the Northern group has again - 


been retained and added to the reserve of British Bottles and/or operating 
companies. As the merger terms were based on earning power (as distinct 
from valuation Of assets), the issue of the new U.G.B. shares, exchanged 
by way of purchase consideration. automatically created a large goodwill 
item. Whilst we have every confidence in the earning power of the 
Northern group, we are anxious to continue for some years to come a 
conservative policy on the same lines as we have pursued in the U.G.B 
accounts proper. 


SUBSIDIARY ACTIVITIES 


Our other main subsidiary, Kork-N-Seal, Ltd., has had another satis- 
factory year. Further extensions to the buildings have been completed; 
the new layout of the factory has resulted in greater efficiency and 
economies, The company has installed a number of fully automatic 
moulding presses, for the production of Phenol and Urea Mouldings. 
‘These presses, together with the Injection Moulding Machines mentioned in 
my speech last year, enable us to cater for a greater variety of moulded 
articles. 

I should also like to refer to the excellent results of our St. Helens Box 
Manufacturing Department: sales of beer, mineral water, and similar types 
of boxes and cases have been wel! maintained. 


WAREHOUSING AND TRANSPORT 


In 1930, the late Chairman explained our policy of establishing “ out- 
side “ warehouses, apart from any enlargement within the factories. By 
1938 we had no less than twenty-three points ensuring first-class delivery 
services. When during the height of the Christmas season many roads were 


icebound, and some impassable to long-distance traffic, the test had come. 


I am proud to tell you that not one single customer. was held up in his 
Christmas trade owing to any default on our part. Your Directors had 
great pleasure in congratulating Mr. C. A. Roberts, the excellent head of 
our Transport Department, on behalf of every driver in our service. Quite 
recently, we have secured additional facilities (subject to completion) out- 
side the London area, and yet well placed from our Charlton base, which 
should relieve congestion, and at the same time secure a further spread of 
risks. In this connection, the Southern Railway gave us every possible 
assistance. 


The bulk of our traffic continues to be carried by rail, and whilst we are

PRICES AND COSTS 

Last year, I spoke of the greater price stability within the indusiry 
Detailed comparisons of the increase in our extraneous Costs, Le., fuel, raw 
materials, and labour, during the last two years are most significant 
Assuming that the incidence of these burdens 1s more or less identical 
throughout all glass bottle concerns, I am satisfied that customers have 
had a very square deal; equally so, that at the price levels prevailing up 
to the moderate increases since 1936, we should have found it impossible 
to pay reasonable dividends and yet build up adequate reserves. 


A.R.P. 


Before I turn to the future, I wish to look back at the special dithculties 
encountered during the summer of 1938. Earlier in. the year, your Board 
decided to prepare for an emergency. as quickly as possible according to 
the special needs and within the possibilities of our factories, both in 
England and Scotland. Mr. Alexander and Mr. Tipping -the Mechanical 
Assistant to the General Manager—-became a most competent Committee 
of.two. Thanks to the encouragement received from the authorities, we 
obMained for Mr. Haig (of Charlton) admission to a course at Falfield 
Anti-Gas School and thus secitred specialised knowledge at an carly date 
By the middle of September. | had the satisfaction of seeing Charlton 
clearing the entire working floors, within four minutes. After our Board 
meeting in November at Sherdley, we witnessed a most efficient display 
in all the activities which legislation is about to impose. by way of com- 
pulsion, on industry. Nevertheless it would be idle to pretend that there are 
no marked differences as regards voluntary service, both as between localities 
and individuals. All responsible preparations for “ blackout” had been 


made throughout the whole organisation: some of these measures were of a 


temporary nature and have since been improved and will, | trus® satisfy 
the present official standards. The actual expenditure under thts heading 
will have to be dealt with in next years accounts. | 

Obviously the efforts relating to A.R.P. have proved an extra stram on 
the management, both at head office and each manufacturing centre. The 
Board—and I in particular—wish to pay a special tribute to all concerned, 
and would ask Mr. Moorshead to add this to the usual acknowledgment of 
the maintenance of U.G.B. quality and service. These lie in the hands of 
our staffs and operatives, whose goodwill we gladly acknowledge

reluctance to generalise from any short period experience. , 

Early this year, | visited the U.S.A., largely for the purpose of making 
personal contact with our friends in Toledo. [f am grateful to Mr. William 
FE. Levis, the head of the Owens Illinois Glass interests, and his associates 
for their kind reception and their interesting and mformative hospitality. 

Subsequently. Mr. Moorshead spent some time in the U.S.A.-—he ts only 
just back and as the result of our talks we have arrived at a broad 
understanding for a technical liaison. as regards containers and closures 
From the very size of their research work and the larger scope of their 
manufacturing Operations, we should be the gainers. nevertheless, | am 
confident that thanks to our technique and new developments m will not 
be an entirely one-sided arrangement. 

You, my lords, ladies. and gentlemen. will readily appreciate the practical 
advantage and intangible safeguards of such an arrangement; the very 
lack of any formal tie-up enhances, in my opinion. the value of this 
prospect.

TRIBUTE TO DIRECTORS AND STAFF 


Lord Romilly: Mr. Chairman, my lords, ladies. and gentlemen, I feel that 
it would be the desire of all of us on this side of the table that we should 
pass a very hearty vote of thanks to the Chairman, the Board of Directors, 
and the whole staff of the U.G.B. for the way they have looked after our 
interests during the past year. There can hardly have been a more difficult 
period than that which the Chairman has just reviewed. Politics intervened 
to such an extent that it was virtually tmpossible, | imagine. to take a 
view of more than two or three weeks at a time at any period during the 
year. In fact, at certain times the political situation changed for better or for 
worse from day to day, or even from hour to hour. In spite of this, our 
Directors have been able to earn profits of almost 20 per cent. on the 
Ordinary capital and to show a reduction of only a fraction over 8 per cent.

Among the .many interesting passages in the Chairman's speech, his 
references to a greater price stability and to the technical liaison which has 
now been arranged over in America with the Hlinois Glass Company, 
stood out in my Opinion as a matter of major interest. His references were 
only short ones on these subjects, but if | had to hazard a guess—and I have 
no reason for saying this—I would imagine that the arrangements were 
only come to after much hard work and that. our Chairman himself was in 
no small way responsible both for initiating these arrangements and for 
bringing them to a successful termination, and | am sure they will prove of 
very real benefit to our Company in the future. 

As regards the outlook, I have attended these meetings for many years 
now and I have never known him to say very much on this subject. At 
any rate, it must be some comfort to him this year that he has an alibi and 
that no one can possibly expect him to say more than he did. I am sure 
that we shall all be. very content to leave the future in the hands of the 
Directors, whatever the political situation may bring forth during the course 
of the next year.

PLANTATION INVESTMENT 

The Directors of the Rubber Plantations Investment Trust have 
evidently no doubts regarding the eventual long-term prospects for 
the plantation industries.

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SMART BROTHERS LIMITED 
SATISFACTORY POSITION IN A DIFFICULT YEAR 


The twelfth ordinary general meeting of Smart Brothers, Limited, was 
held on Thursday, April 13, in London. 

Mr. S. J. Goldberg (Chairman and Joint Managing Director), who 
presided, said that the hire-purchase debtors amounted to £2,134,344 
an increase of £52,019, largely due to three new branches. General 
reserve remained at £25,000, and reserve applicable to hire-purchase con- 
tracts amounted to £520,000, to which it was proposed to add £30,000 
from profits. 

The balance of net profit amounted to £79,074, as compared with £101,398 
for 1937—a decrease of £22,324. The year 1938 was one of very great 
difficulty, and, in the adverse circumstances prevailing, the directors thought 
that the profits earned were not unsatisfactory. The international situation 
and the crises made last year’s trading one of unprecedented difficulty. When 
the last crisis was at its height in September, business .in the Company's 
trade was almost at a standstill, and apprehension of what might occur caused 
a steddy decline during the whole of that month. Unfortunately, even when 
the crisis was over the effect on the public was such that recovery in business 
during October was very slight. Trade for November and December was 
fully equal to that of the corresponding months of 1937, but there was 
insufficient time to make up any of the drop which occurred in September 
and October, as well as earlier in the year when the annexation of Austria 
took place and caused then an immediate slowing down of business. When 
things were so uncertain, a very large number of people, such as the 
Company's customers, hesitated to enter into “ long-term" contracts. Reason- 
able confidence in the future was an essential condition for the success 
of a business such as theirs, and at the moment this was slowly recovering. 


THE OUTLOOK 


A point which. automatically affected them was the falling off in employment, 
but there was every reason to hope that the number of unemployed would 
be reduced, and if the international situation cleared up he felt quite certam 
that they would immediately have a considerable increase in business. The 
Company's figures for the current year had been reasonably satisfactory, so 
far. The Board were agreeably surprised that the figures for the year under 
review did not show a heavier fall. ; 

Apart from unfavourable political developments, shareholders might view 
the Company's future with a substantial feeling of confidence. It was a great 
tribute to the reputation of the Company and the levelheadedness of their 
customers that the decline was not even more marked. The proportion of 
business obtained through the goodwill of old customers was fully equal to 
that of previous years, and the continuance of so much business from. this 


* source was very gratifying. 


From the distributable balance of £108,765, it was proposed to pay a dividend 
at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum, less tax, on ordinary and “A” ordinary 
shares for the year. 

Hire-purchase debtors, which was the biggest asset the Company possessed, 
had reached a record height, and were being regularly liquidated. AN bad 
debts had been written off, and their percentage to the total of hire-purchase 
debtors still remained negligible. 

The Company had now had some little experience of the new Hire-Purchase 
Act, which they definitely welcomed, as it placed hire-purchase business on 
a proper basis that could only be to the mutual benefit of the trade as well as 
the public.

**Of Mice and Men” 
An Outstanding Dramatic Work 


So much well-deserved praise has been given to John Steinbeck’s 
play both in America and here that it is unnecessary to stress its 
exceptional merits. 

It does, however. seem a pity that in England it should have to be 
presented semi-privately at the Gate Theatre, when there appears very little 
that the Censor could object to in it for the general public; that ts to say, 
judging by the lines that censorial objection usually follows. This is a 
play to wring the stoniest heart. It deals with the itinerant labourers in 
California, tramps who wander from ranch to ranch, earning enough 
money for a few days’ spree—and then back again to the unending trail of 
drudgery. The two central figures are a queer pair. George is a quick- 
witted little chap. Lennie is a half-witted giant. There ts a deep affection 
between these two. a kind of emotional interlock that is mixed up with one 
of man’s most primitive longings, the hunger to belong. These tramps yearn 
for something of their own, a patch of land, a shack, and the sort of 
liberty which every prompting of the human heart declares to be the right 
of man. the freedom from the mastery of a boss.

‘There is a touching parallel when an old ranch hand has to allow his sick 
and aged dog to be shot: for in the end. little George has to shoot his 
big pal to save him from the horrors of a lynching 

The acting at the Grate is worthy of the play. John Millis. as George. 
brings a crisp sincerity to the part and a pathetic humour at times. Niall 
MacGinnis never falters in his faultless portrait of the great half-wit. 
There is a beautifully sincere picture of the. old ranch-hand from Sydney 
Benson, and the various ranch-hands are excellently cast. The least satis- 
factor, character falls to Claire Luce. as a very ordinary little yvellow-haired 
wench whose life has moved amongst the wedges of circumstances. But 
she manages to suggest the muddled humanity of the girl with all its 
tawdriness. 

This is undoubtedly the play of the vear in London so far 
be permitted a wider public.

** A Woman's Privilege 
A Quiet and Intelligent Comedy 


Margaret Branford’s comedy. at the Kingsway Theatre is a refresh- 
ingly quiet and intelligent piece of work which unobtrusively holds 
the interest despite the slightness of its story. 

The people in this play. for all their glaring weaknesses, are enjovably 
civilised in the agreeable English sense of the word. Their conversation 
is neither the clipped clichés of the stage smart-set nor the studied inanities 
of that wearisome stage “tatty family.” which, with different names, has 
occupied so many West End theatres of late. The author has not been 
afraid to write dialogue such as might be spoken by educated people 
without a trace of highbrowism. Though her principal character, an 
unabashed and unscrupulous littl gold-digger, is drawn with italicised 
qualities, and the same tendency to underline occurs in others among her 
people. there is a portrait of the gold-digger’s sister which in the hands 
of Phyllis Calvert is @ rare and delightful example of poise and restraint. 
This actress has exceptional qualities of repose and quiet emphasis and has 
the knack of making her mere presence both interesting and soothing. 
Rosemary Scott presents the gold-digger with more points than edge. which 
is not her fault but rather the angularity of the author's charactertsation in 
this case. At any rate, Miss Scott has all the visible attractiveness to 
support Anne Haydon’s conquests. John Penrose makes the Ftonian lover 
a dull dog. and James Raglan brings correct suavity to the experienced 
man of the world.

JAMES ROOSEVELT ON WORLD CINEMA PROBLEMS 


The Need For Propaganda Films 
(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


The reception at the Savoy Hotel last week for James Roosevelt, son 
of the United States President and Sam Goldwyn’'s new second-in- 
command, seemed more like a political convention than a gathering of 
film-writers. 

Mr. Roosevelt stated that he personally took a very sympathetic 
interest in the Jewish refugee situation, and he felt that America as 
a whole was acutely aware of the problems arising from it. In Holly- 
wood itself, it appeared there was a growing feeling that something 
should be done to bring the facts more emphatically into the limelight 
by means of propaganda films. 

Goldwyn himself took an active interest in the organisations which 
were combating anti-Semitism and assisting refugees, but neither he 
nor any other major producer had as yet started work on a film which 
would deal exclusively with the problem. Restrictions of their once 


universal markets and international unrest are paramount considera- 


tions for Hollywood producers to-day. Another difficulty seem to 
be that films of the “ Blockade” type have only enjoyed a partial 
popularity, and until a basic story written along humanitarian and 
non-political lines could be evolved, they would be compelled to deal 
with the problems in more general vehicles. 

Goldwyn’s new film, “ Wuthering Heights ,” has already conquered 
the women cinema-goers of America, according to Mr. Roosevelt, 
and he is here to watch the reactions of British patrons to this film 
of a story which most of Hollywood considered unsuitable for the 
cinema. He will visit all parts of England to hear criticism—not 
forgetting Yorkshire, the scene of the film. It is worth noting that 
a shrewd showman like Samuel Goldwyn has come round to the idea 
that the story appeal of a film should transcend the star appeal, and 
that he realises it is worth sending over a trained observer to study 
the wishes of the British market. !

We have come to regard the conventional happy ending in pictures 
so complacently that when a film depicts the tragic death of three 
principal characters for whom our sympathies have been aroused it 
stands out as an unusual achievement. In this picture, taken from 
a tale by Zola, we have a foreboding that Jean Gabin, as the engine- 
driver afflicted. by a heritage-of mania from his drunken forebears, 
cannot logically avoid his doom. He holds us with his desperate 
passion for his friend’s wife, who, played brilliantly by Simone Simon, 
is a creature of primitive instincts without thought of the disaster 
which she brings to others. Simone has changed her wide-eyed, innocent 
personality for the puzzled frown of one who is completely amoral. 
Completing the triangle is Ledoux, Comédie Francaise star, who subtly 
plays the adoring husband who becomes a jealous murderer. 

_What might possibly have been a sordid film is raised by frank 
direction and brilliant characterisation to a realistic exposure of human 
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weaknesses. The film merits additional praise for clever photograph 

and authentic production, with the iron monsters of the aimed 
drumming a challenge to weak humans who control them but cannot 
rule themselves. With a strong cast, among whom Carette is noticeable

MENUHIN PLAYS THREE CONCERTOS 


A Classic Performance 


Yehudi Menuhin gave his services at the concert in aid of the 
Women’s Appeal Committee at the Albert Hall last Sunday, and as 
the programme consisted of three concertos, Sir Henry Wood, who 
conducted, was equally generous, The combined generosity of Jew 


and non-Jew must have been of great benefit to the fund, but Jewry's 


gratitude must be particularly expressed to Sir Henry, who once more 
showed himself warm-hearted in a noble cause. 

The programme consisted of Bach's Concerto No. 1, Bruch’s 
Concerto No. |. and the Beethoven Concerto—surely a feast of music 
worthy of the occasion. Menuhin was at his best in the Bach, playing 
with all that refined tone and perfection of fingering which makes him 
to-day the classic performers among violinists. In the Bruch, one 
hoped for more tenderness as well as the warmth which was there, and 
in the Beethoven. even more, one craved just a little touch of romantic 
feeling. But Menuhin would not concede anything to romanticism, not 
even a hint of a slur! Again and again one held one’s breath with 
delight at the crystalline purity of his every note, but rarely did tho 
heart beat faster. But why grumble at a violinist whose performance 
is as near perfection as we are ever likely to hear? The orchestra 
was the London Philharmonic. 

About £5,000 was raised at this concert for the cause. 


YFRAH NEAMAN: BRILLIANT YOUNG VIOLINIST 


On Monday evening, by the kindness of Mrs. A. Sassoon, a recital 
was given at 2, Albert Gate by Yfrah Neaman, in aid of the Lord 
Baldwin Fund and the Marine School in Palestine. I have to marvel 
at the number of young virtuosos, especially of ‘the violin, but of the 
piano also, who are being produced by Palestine. Here is another 
boy, scarcely fifteen, who already possesses the technique of almost

The “ Devil's Trill.” Bloch’s “ Nigun,” the Paganini, and the Pugnani-

my opinion. In the Tartint and the Paganini, we were treated to an 
exhibition of “ demon-fiddling which was extraordinarily brillant. 
In the Caprice, the harmonics were remarkably pure, not even requiring 
apologetic reference to the quality of the instrument, and the “ Nigun” 
showed that Neaman can express considerable teeling when playing a 
work which he is not too young to understand. Ihave to regard him.as 
the most remarkable young Jewish violinist I have heard since the 
early days of Menuhin. |

FINLANDIA MALE VOICE CHOIK 


it was interesting to note that the Finlandia Male Voice Choir, which 
gave a recital at the Wigmore Hall last week. revealed more traces of 
the Russian style of choral singing than the Reitera Korts, of Latvia, 
had done. Nor was itt merely because the Latvian choir consisted of 
mixed voices, whereas the Finnish chow was all males. That circum- 
stance accentuated, but did not fundamentally modify, the style of 
singing. The Reitera Koris was much more akin to traditional English 
choral singing, whereas the Finlandia Choir had the Russian tendency 
to regard the choir as an orchestral ensemble. As such, they were 
masterly in everything they did. The basses had the tremendous depth 
and sonority of Russian basses, their tenors could sing falsetto with 
remarkable purity of tone, and the conductor evidently revels in swing- 
ing the choir over sharply from the faintest of pianissimos to the most 
powerful of fortissimos. The programme was all Finnish, and richly 
varied at that, Sibelius being only the most prominent among many 
highly interesting works, folk-songs being well represented. Altogether, 
it Was an evening of great pleasure.

~ tbe penalties that threaten the unwary under the laws for the protection 
of the State make it necessary for the German listener to * mind his p's 
and q’s,’” continues the paper. “ For instance, up to five years’ imprison- 
ment and/or punishment for the preparation of high treason ts the penalty 
for communicating to a third party detrimental information picked up from 
a foreign broadcast. If the information is ‘passed on’ in public the 
punishment is more severe. It ts also an offence not to salute during the 
playing of the national anthems over the radio during community reception.

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TENOR ROBUSTO 


BY AUNTIE 


HERE are certain words and phrases 

i which appeal to me by their sonorousness, 
by the sense which they convey of strength 
~——what call “ plum-pudding~ words. An 
example is the phrase I have set at the head 
of this Chat, the Italian designation for a singer 
who has a full voice and does not mind letting 
himself go. It has always occurred to me— 
as I have before pointed out—that Judaism ts a 
“tenor robusto”’ among religions. It is dis- 
tinguished by its lack of sickly sentimentality, 
of morbid emphasis on human unworthiness 
and on death. It is essentially a religion of 
healthy and cheerful life. Its Bible is a Book 
of Life, not like the holy book of the Egyptians, 
a Book of the Dead. It ts sane and well 
balanced. It 1s sufliciently spiritual to set 
before its adherents high ideals of conduct, but 
is sufficiently material to keep their feet planted 
firmly on the solid ground of commonsense. 


A Lipet 

This fact has given rise to many libels on 
Judaism by ill-informed and prejudiced writers. 
Perhaps the most common libel is that which 
declares that the God of the Old Testament its 
a cruel and vengeful God, and that the chief 
merit of the New Testament is that it taught the 
doctrine of a God of Love. Some of these 
writers are graciously prepared to admit that 
the Hebrew prophets had made some progress 
in their ideas about God, and confine their 
strictures. to the Pentateuch, Nevertheless, the 
slander is continually being repeated, and a 
number of foolish people believe it. Nothing, 
of course, could be farther from the truth. The 
Jewish God is a God of Justice, it is true. But 
justice it quite as necessary for the management 
of a happy world as love. Indeed, there would 
be no room for love if there were no justice. 
It is not real love which perverts justice and 
suppresses punishment and correction. A 
parent does not love his child the less because 
he deems punishment and correction necessary. 
Nay, such treatment may be the very mark 
and sign of love. But the Pentateuch, as a 
matter of fact, bristles with declarations con- 
cerning the mercy and love of God, and the 
other Books of the Old Testament emphasise 
and develop this conception. 


COMMON SENSE 

Judaism, as I have said, is a common-sense 
religion. It neither supposes nor asks the 
impossible. It sets no standard of conduct 
which cannot be achieved in ordinary, every- 
day life. It prescribes no rules which only 
“saints” or ascetics can keep. It does not 
harshly condemn those who do not happen to 
believe certain doctrines, Its actual articles of 
belief are few; and indeed Judaism has never 
encouraged the listing of dogmas. Belief is 
voluntary. Even practice is voluntary. We are 
bidden to do certain things for our own happi4 
ness. They are recommended as a way of life. 
Judaism stresses personal responsibility. We 
cannot lay our sins on other shoulders. We are 
answerable for our own faults. We are bidden 
to be cheerful in our religious life. There is no 
merit, in the Jew’s eyes, in sackcloth and ashes. 
There is merit. in deeds of kindness. We do 
not start off by suggesting that we are “ miser- 
able sinners.” We can become miserable 
sinners. But man, in the Jewish view, is made 
in God's image, not the devil’s. We believe in 
Original virtue rather than original sin. 


PLURAL JUSTICE 


My point is well illustrated by a Rabbinical 
comment on the verses: “ Justice, justice shalt 
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thou. pursue” and “ Righteous is God, loving 
justice,” the word appearing in the pural form 
IS. The Rabbis ask: Is there more than 
one justice? Yes and no. Justice is justice, but 
it can take many forms. The interests of true 
justice may sometimes best be served not by 
giving a legal decision but by reconciling the 
parties. Two horsemen may meet on a narrow 
mountain path, If they both attempt to vindi- 
cate their right of way they may both be 
plunged into the abyss. But if one waits, or 
goes back a little way to a wider space, they 
may both pass in safety. Two ships may be 
about to pass a narrow harbour entrance at the 
same time from opposite directions. If both 
persist, shipwreck is the inevitable outcome. 
By a little accommodation they may both go 
through without trouble. Thus justice must be 
administered with commonsense. God loves 
the justice of the letter of the law, but He also 
loves the justice of human understanding. We 
must pursue justice, but we must be reasonable. 
It is by this robust “ livableness ~ that Judaism 
has survived, and enabled its adherents to 
survive, through the ages.
